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WHAT A CONGRESSMAN SAW IN FRANCE. 


Congressman Joseph B. Thompson, of Oklahoma, who 
recently returned from a visit to the American forces 
on the French front, spoke before the House Sept. 24, 
describing some of his experiences and also giving the 
result of his observations. He said he had made a flight 
in France in an American airplane equipped with a 
Liberty D.H.4 motor. These planes, he said, were re- 
garded by experts as the best all-purpose plane in ex- 
istence, one that can be used successfully for all three 
purposes required in a flight: battling, observation and 
bombing. They are all modernly equipped, he said, 
and carry a pilot who is srmed with a Marlin ma- 
chine gun capable of shooting 600 shots per minute, 
and the propeller in front of him is so synchronized 
with the gun as to permit the pilot to fire right between 
the blades without hitting them, and also carrying an 
observer armed with a Lewis machine gun, which has 
greater shooting ability because it has an independent 
train and can be pointed in any direction. The Liberty 
motor, he added, is acknowledged to be one of the best, 
if not the best, motors ever made for flying purposes. 
A plane so equipped has greater speed, having a maxi- 
mum of about 135 miles per hour, and can fly higher, 
which is one of the greatest advantages in a flight, than 
any other plane of this type yet manufactured. 

The Congressman told of an amusing experience while 
in an Army automobile with some American officers.

While running at a rapid pace his party passed Ameri- 
can ambulances and were driving forward among the 
men, who were lying down along the roadside to pre- 
vent being seen by German airplanes or hit by German 
shells. The troops evidently mistook the car for an 
officer’s car on official business, as nothing was said 
to them until an American sergeant ran out into the 
road and inquired in a loud voice, “Where in hell are 
you fellows going?” Some one in the Congressman’s 
car replied that they were trying to reach Fismes, to 
which the sergeant replied, “The hell you are; we have 
been trying to get there for days and we haven’t made 
it yet.” At that another officer came out to the auto- 
mobile and ordered the party back to the line occupied 
by the ambulances, which was two miles in the rear. 
Upon inquiry the Congressman’s party was informed 
they had been within one mile of the German lines. 

In referring to the kind and quality of food served 
upon the battlefield, Congressman Thompson said Amer- 
ican troops are served very substantial meals, one of 
them he noticed consisting of coffee, two large potatoes 
with their jackets on, a large piece of roast beef with 
fine gravy, a big plate of beans and plenty of good bread, 
butter, sugar and rice pudding. At the hotels it was 
difficult to obtain sugar, butter or potatoes, but the 
party were told that such food actually reached the sol- 
diers in the field constantly. p 

The new staff organization of the American Army, 
Congressman Thompson said, promises to be the best 
ever conceived for any army, as the American Govern- 
ment has adopted the very best features of the English 
and French as well as the German army organizations, 


and has had the good sense to eliminate the mistakes 
they made, embodying in itself a co-ordination of all 
the best features shown by the experience of all the 
other staffs. ; : 

He heard of some complaint among American soldiers 
about not receiving their pay on the day it was due, 
but he discovered that in most cases it was because the 
soldier was away from his regiment on pay day. He 
had since been informed that a system has been adopted 
by which a soldier can draw his pay, with proper pa- 
pers, wherever he may be on pay day. 

Speaking of the probable duration of the war, Con- 
gressman Thompson said that while many men of high 
standing, with full knowledge and large control of af- 
fairs, believe the war can be ended this year, yet the 
consensus of opinion is that it will require about one 
year longer of most active, aggressive and vigorous war- 
fare to bring about that complete and overwhelming 
victory which the Allied armies and the people of the 
respective Allied countries now demand. It can be no 
makeshift, compromise or half-way peace, but must be 
final and conclusive and destroy forever Kaiserism and 
militarism throughout the world.

SpectaAL EXHIBITION FOR THE KAISER. 

The German High Sea Fleet being unwilling to come 
out from its safe shelter at Helgoland and try conclu- 
sions with the Allied fleet, the German Kaiser on Sept. 
25 visited Kiel, according to the Lokal-Anzeiger of Ber- 
lin, and witnessed maneuvers in which German subma- 
rines attacked a supposed Allied convoy. He arrived at 
the German base accompanied by his brother, Prince 
Henry, and Admiral Scheer. After he had inspected 
all types of submarines at the base the Kaiser and his 
party boarded a vessel which proceeded to sea with other 
ships in the usual convoy formation. The convoy was 
surrounded by destroyers and other escort vessels, which 
the submarines attempted to attack. The maneuvers 
were followed by the Kaiser with the greatest interest. 
One of the escort ships and several of the vessels in the 
convoy were the victims of theoretical hits made by the 
submarines. The German All-Highest talked to several 
submarine boat commanders, thanked the officers for 
their co-operation and expressed confidence in further 
successful work by the German undersea boats. Then 
the Kaiser and his party, presumably satisfied with the 
exhibition especially staged for his benefit, returned to 
3erlin, there only to read dispatches just received by 
the German Admiralty announcing the destruction of 
several German submarines by Allied warships and the 
safe arrival of another large American convoy at a 
French port.

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THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 


The Secretary of War transmits the draft of a bill 
amending the 50th Article of War, relating to mitiga- 
tion or remission of sentences. The amendment is de- 
signed to confer upon the commanding general of an 
army in the field or of a territorial department or divi- 
sion the power to mitigate or remit any sentence of 
death or of dismissal of an officer, which he now has 
the authority to approve and execute, without referring 
the same to the President for his action; and also to 
confer upon the President the authority to empower 
such commanding general to mitigate or remit sentences 
of death or of the dismissal of an officer in those cases 
where the sentence can, under the 48th Article of War, 
be carried into effect only upon the approval of the 
President. It is found in actual .practice that when- 
ever a commanding general does not approve a sentence 
of death or of the dismissal of an officer, and recom- 
mends mitigation thereof, the action of the President is 
generally in accordance with such recommendation. 
Moreover, it appears unsound to deny a commanding 
general the power to mitigate a sentence which he has 
the authority to approve and execute. The report says: 
“General Pershing has recommended the changes pro- 
posed. They have been found necessary, also, in so far 
as a sentence of dismissal of an officer is concerned, for 
the purpose of reconciling the 50th Article of War with 
the 52d Article, as amended by the Act of “Congress ap- 
proved July 9, 1918 (Public 193, 165th Cong.). Under 
the 50th Article of War as it now stands no reviewing 
authority inferior to the President can mitigate or re- 
mit a sentence of dismissal of an officer. Under the 
52d Article as recently amended any such convening au- 
thority can suspend any sentence of dismissal of an 
officer, and, having suspended it, may later mitigate or 
remit it. These two articles are inconsistent as they 
now stand and it is hoped to reconcile them by the pro- 
posed amendment of the 50th Article of War submitted 
herein.” 

The Secretary of the Navy submits a supplemental 
estimate of appropriation required by the Navy De- 
partment and Naval Establishment for the fiscal year 
1919: Navy Department, temporary buildings, $1,- 
490,000; Naval Establishment, $124,007,960.98; total 
$125,497,960.98. The items include appropriations for: 
Recreation for enlisted men; outfits on first enlistment; 
gunnery and engineering exercises; ordnance and ord- 
nance stores; new batteries for ships of the Navy; am- 
munition for vessels; reserve ordnance supplies; main- 
tenance and repairs, Naval Academy and public works, 
Bureau of Yards and Docks. Also a legislative provi- 
sion, “That during the continuance of the present war, 
unless otherwise directed by Congress, the Secretary of 
the Navy is authorized to prescribe per diem rates of 
allowance in lieu of subsistence to persons engaged in 
field work or traveling on official business away from 
their designated posts of duty, or under such regula- 
tions as he may prescribe, to reimburse such persons for 
expenses actually incurred.” 

As reported by the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, the bill H.R. 12834, providing increased pay for 
cadets of the Military Academy, is amended to read: 
“That during the present emergency the pay of cadets 
of the Military Academy shall be fixed at $800 per an- 
num, and the ration allowance per month shall be 
sixty-seven per centum above the enlisted ration of the 
post: Provided, That this act shall take effect and be 
operative from and after July 1, 1918.” 

The House Committee on Military Affairs reports 
H.R. 12936, amended to read: “That during the exist- 
ing emergency any officer of ‘the Army holding a brevet 
grade while serving as a member of the Supreme War 
Council, under order of the President. shall be entitled 
to the pay and allowance of such grade.” This bill ap- 
plies only to Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs reports H.R. 
2205, for the transfer of Frederick W. Cobb, amended 
to provide: “That the President be, and he is hereby, au- 
thorized to appoint Frederick W. Cobb, now a chief ma- 
chinist, U.S. Navy, to be a chief pay clerk, U.S. Navy: 
Provided, That he shall be placed at the foot of the list 
of chief pay clerks as it exists‘on the date of the pas- 
sage of this act: Provided further, That he shall re- 
ceive the same pay as a chief pay clerk of like rank and 
length of commissioned service as though his commis- 
sioned service had been rendered in the grade of chief 
pay clerk.” 

The Secretary of War transmits the draft of a bill 
regulating the personnel in the Coast Artillery bands, 
as follows: “That hereafter during the period of the 
present emergency, but subject to the approval of the 
Secretary of War, each Coast Artillery Corps band shall 
have the same band personnel as may be authorized 
from time to time for Infantry bands.” 

The House on Oct. 1, without a dissenting vote, 
passed and sent to the Senate the Administration Emer- 
gency Power bill providing for Government acquisition 
and extension of electric power plants. The measure 
authorizes the expenditure of $175,000,000 for extend- 
ing existing plants or building new ones.

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


8. 4923, Mr. Calder.—That hereafter uniforms, accouterments 
and equipment shall, upon the request of any officer of the Navy 
or of the Marine Corps or midshipman at the Naval Academy, 
be furnished by the Government at cost, subject to such restric- 
tions and regulations as the Secretary of the Navy may pre- 
scribe. 

S. 4944, Mr. Chamberlain——To permit free entry into the 
United States of all material and articles imported for the use 
and by order of the War Department or the Navy Department 
during the existing war. 

S. 4945, Mr. Chamberlain.—To amend the “Act to give in- 
demnity for damages caused by American forces abroad,” ap- 
proved April 18, 1918, by adding a new section as follows: 
“Sec. 5. That claims of inhabitants of France or of any other 
foreign country not an enemy or ally of an enemy of the United 
States against any officer, enlisted man, or other person in the 
U.S. Army, who has died, or hereafter shall die, during service 
overseas, for unpaid indebtedness incurred for current personal 
expenses of board, lodging, fuel, light, laundry, personal wear- 
ing apparel, or other items of ordinary current living expenses 
may be presented, approved and paid as provided by Sec, 1 of 
this act in cases of claims for damages; and whenever any such 
claim shall have been paid as aforesaid the Government shall 
reimburse itself therefor by deducting the amount of such pay- 
ment from any pay or allowance due the deceased at the time 
of his death: Provided, That the provisions of Sec. 2 of this 
act shall not apply to the claims described in this section.” 

8S. 4946, Mr. Chamberlain.—To permit organizations, units 
and detachments of the military forces to sell kitchen by- 
products, waste and garbage from their messes, and to permit 
the Government to be the purchaser thereof. 

8. 4950, Mr. Chamberlain.—That hereafter during the period 
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of the present emergency, but subject to the approval of the 
Secretary of War, each Coast Artillery Corps band shall have 
the same band personnel as may be authorized from time to 
time for Infantry bands, 

S. 4959, Mr, Penrose.—That hereafter the current yearly 
pay of officers of the Army of the several grades herein men- 
tioned, exclusive of longevity pay, shall be as follows: Colonel, 
$4,500; lieutenant colonel, $4,000; major, $3,500; captain, 
$2,900; first lieutenant, $2,500, and second lieutenant, $2,200: 
Provided, That in no case shall the pay of a colonel exceed 
$5,500; the pay of lieutenant colonel exceed $5,000, or the 
pay of major exceed $4,500. 

S. 4960, Mr. Sheppard.—That the President be authorized 
to appoint, by and with advice and consent of the Senate, to 
rank of brigadier general, retired, those officers in. Medical De- 
partment who entered the service of the United States over 
thirty-five years ago and who, at this time, though retired, are 
on active duty in war work, and who under the rule of senior- 
ity would have been entitled to this promotion except for their 
automatic retirement by operation of law. 

8S. 4961, Mr. Calder.—That the Director General of Rail- 
roads be, and hereby is, authorized and directed to grant rates 
at 1 cent a mile over all railways under his control to every 
man in the military or naval service of the United States, under 
such regulations as may be promulgated by the President of 
the United States, 


H. Con. Res. 52, Mr. Taylor of Colorado.—That the thanks 
of Congress be given to the officers and men of the American 
Army in the field for their heroic courage in defending the 
right against the most terrific and barbarous onslaught in all 
the history of wars, and for their superb loyalty and determina- 
tion to carry on the fight until the liberty of the world is 
secured. That the thanks of Congress be given to the officers 
and men of the Navy and marines for their fearless and faithful 
watch upon the seas. . . . ‘That the thanks of Congress be 
also given to the many thousands of splendid American women 
in the medical and other services auxiliary to the prosecution

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SELECTING MEN FOR THE AIR SERVICE. 


Capt. Charles M. Robertson, M.C., U.S.A., is the 
author of an interesting article on “Examination of 
Men Entering the Aviation Service,” in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association of Sept. 7. Captain 
Robertson says that in making examinations of men for 


the Air Service consideration must be given to the fact 
that for ordinary maneuvering close to the earth the 
man does not require to be so finely adjusted, for he is 
in a medium of air almost the same in density and con- 
dition as that at the earth’s surface, but this does not 
hold true for the aviator who ascends to more than 1,000 
feet, since when he has attained a greater altitude he 
experiences varying conditions of density and temper- 
ature which change in a direct and fixed ratio at the 
different levels. Were it the practice of the aviator to 
ascend and descend to any given altitude at a moder- 
ate rate of speed, says Captain Robertson, he might not 
have to be chosen with so much care, but it is known 
that he must change his altitude suddenly and in many 
instances to a great amount, so that he is subjected to 
violent variations of temperature and especially air 
pressure. : Je en 

In selecting men for the Air Service it is necessary 
to get them as near perfect as possible, for the life of 
the aviator is all important, as the information he 
supplies determines the maneuvers on the land or on 
the sea. His photographs are absolutely _ essential. 
When the war began a machine capable of sixty miles 
per hour was considered all that could be looked for 
and the ascension to 10,000 feet altitude in half an hour 
was regarded as wonderful. ; ie , 

Captain Robertson says that since beginning his ex- 
periments he has discovered that in fifty per cent. of 
the falls no fault was discovered with the engine, the 
plane had no marks that it had been hit nor had the 
aviator been wounded, so that it therefore appeared that 
half of the fatalities in aviation are due to a cause 
other than those that are termed “effects of combat. 
In the tests made Captain Robertson placed the candidate 
for the Service in a specially made steel cabinet from 
which the air was exhausted at the rate of 1,000 feet 
altitude per minute until he had reached a height of 
6,000 feet. He was kept there for a certain length of 
time. Then a fall was simulated by allowing air to 
enter the cabinet and the time it took to bring the pres- 
sure to that of the earth’s surface represented a rapid 
or slow descent. In this manner an actual flight is 
simulated. Some men stood the tests excellently, while 
others became seasick and some fainted. The blood 
pressure of the men before entering and after leaving 
the cabinet was another test of their availability as 
aviators, together with tests for pulse, muscular tone 
and rotation. The tests, in brief, showed that many 
men deteriorate rapidly if allowed to fly, or if they con- 
tinue flying will fall to their deaths.

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

“Bowditch,” as everyone who uses the immortal work 
always calls the “American Practical Navigator: An 
Epitome of Navigation and Nautical Astronomy,” has 
two physical defects. It is too bulky and too heavy for 
ordinary use. Moreover it was rather expensive for 
many of the young men who are studying navigation 
these days with the idea of fitting themselves for com- 
missions in the Navy or for masters or mates certifi- 
cates in the merchant service. To remedy these defects 
of the stately calf-bound volume issued by the U.S. 
Hydrographic Office, Edwin N. Appleton has brought 
out a smaller edition of “Bowditch” that is a facsimile 
of the third reprint of 1917. Although the letterpress 
and tables are in much smaller type than the original 
they are very clear, and this volume gives the student 
or navigator everything that is in the original work in 
much smaller and more convenient form. 

“The Vandal of Europe: An Exposé of the Inner 
Workings of Germany’s Policy of World Domination, 
and Its Brutalizing Consequences,” by Wilhelm Muhlon 
(G. P. Putnam’s Sons: New York). Dr. Muhlon is a 
German, was for a long time a resident of Berlin and 
for a time was a director of the Krupp works. He 
is a political philosopher who is said to be far in ad- 
vance of the statesmanship of Europe. He is bitterly 
opposed to the politics of the Kaiser and his govern- 
ment. The book was written four years ago, but it is 
remarkable how little it has aged. It was written in 
the light of intimate knowledge. The author comments 
on the occurrences of June-November, 1914, declaring 
that the great war was made in Germany; that her mili- 
tary autocracy had been planning a world war for years, 
and that it was only a question when “the day” would 
come. He says he has made unsuccessful attempts to 
publish the facts as he now presents them, but his data 
lay untouched for more than three years. It is now 
given in the form of a diary, with varying dates. The 
author bitterly arraigns the Kaiser, the junker class 
and, in fact, the entire German people, for he insists 
that the German people willed the war fully as much as 
did the Kaiser and his advisers, and that it meets with 
their full approval. 

“Soldiers’ Spoken French,” by Héléne Cross (E. P. 
Dutton and Co.: New York), as its title indicates, is 
intended more particularly for the use of soldiers going 
to or who are already in France, and who wish to learn 
sufficient French to enable them to converse intelligently 
enough to meet the ordinary requirements of daily inter- 
course. As the author explains, she taught classes of 
soldiers in New Zealand who were later to go to France, 
and now instead of laboriously compiling a phraseology 
in the usual way, she has written down the actual ver- 
bal French lessons she gave these men, beginning at 
once with words and sentences just as children learn 
their own language, and giving only a few short and 
essential grammatical rules, one by one, as the knowl- 
edge of them becomes necessary. 

American Pep, by A. Stone (The Robért J. 
Corporation: New York). A work of fiction, “based 
entirely on fact,’ as the publishers assert. It is a story 
of how a small band of Americans frustrated attempts 
of the German spy system to defeat America’s plans for 
the war. 

The Steel Shipbuilder’s Handbook, by C. W. Cook 
(Longmans, Green and Co.: New York). This book is 
designed to help the thousands of workmen in the ship- 
yards of the United States and Canada to understand 
the names of the parts, tools, operations, trades, abbrevi- 
ations, ete., used in the building of steel ships. It 
should be of particular assistance to the numerous 
classes in shipbuilding conducted in various educational 
institutions throughout the country. 

General Foch at the Marne; An Account of the 
Fighting In and Near the Marshes of Saint-Gond, by 
Charles Le Goffic (E. P. Dutton and Co.: New York). 
Lucy Menzies has translated from the French of Les 
Marais de Saint Gond the wonderful story of the six 
days’ fighting which immediately succeeded the arrest 
of the French retreat, when the French troops were at 
last allowed to turn around and fight the all-conquering 
Germans, before whom they had been forced to retreat 
for many bitter days and nights. The masterly handling 
of the 9th Army at the battle of the Marne by the sol- 
dier who has since proved himself to be the greatest 
military strategist the world has ever known, is told in 
a most entertaining and thrilling way. The battle, how- 
ever, is dealt with only as seen from a small corner of 
the marshes, and there is therefore no mention of the 
part played by the British in the victory, and as the 
world well knows, it was no small part, as the German 
general, von Kluck, who affected to disdain the British 
force, discovered to his eternal surprise and regret. 

The Future of German Industrial Exports, by S. 
Herzog (Doubleday, Page and Co.: New York). Mr. 
Herzog has translated this book from the original Ger- 
man by M. L. Turrentine, who presents a German plan 
to dominate the trade of the world. The author ex- 
plains that through many years of activity as an in- 
dustrial expert he has gained an insight into conditions 
of German industry and into its export activity. He 
recognizes that the war has created conditions which 
will he followed by circumstances which will shape and 
determine Germany’s export trade in the future. These 
conditions, he admits, must be taken into account and 
suitable measures adopted in preparation. New trails, 
he says, will have to be laid by Germany if she is to 
overcome the obstacles ahead, and an enormous task, 
worthy of the German people, is to be performed. It is 
well that the author realizes, and it is to be hoped the 
German people also realize the magnitude of the task, for 
with their government and their people discredited and 
abhorred by decent, civilized nations, the undertaking 
ahead of them is certainly bound to be an enormous one. 


The Victim’s Return, by Noelle Roger (Houghton 
Mifflin Co.: New York). When the present war broke 
out the belligerent countries generally informed enemy 
subjects that they must leave their territory at once. 
Many of them for one reason or another could not 
cross the frontiers and so were interned. The first class 
of civilians repatriated by Switzerland were made up of 
people like these. They were succeeded by inhabitants 
of the invaded provinces who were sent to Germany, 
immured there in concentration camps and fortresses 
and later sent back to France. The third class were 
evacuated people who were captured in their villages 
and returned to France by way of Switzerland. The 
story of the efforts made by those who worked for the 
repatriation of these unfortunate victims and of the 
re and trials the latter underwent is graphically 
related.

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PRESIDENT WILSON ON WAR'S MEANING. 

The eve of the opening of the Fourth Liberty Loan 
served as the occasion for President Wilson to set forth 
his views as to “what the war really means” in a speech 
delivered in the Metropolitan Opera House, New York 
city, on Sept. 27. He said that the war “has positive 
and well defined purposes which we did not determine 
and which we cannot alter” and declared that the most 
statesmen or assemblies can do “is to carry them out 
or be false to them.” He declared “the common will of 
mankind has been substituted for the particular purposes 
of individual states,” and that the issues of the war 
are facts, which he summarized in the form of these 
five interrogatories: 

“Shall the military power of any nation or group of 
nations be suffered to determine the fortunes of peoples 
over whom tly have no right to rule except the right 
ef force? 

“Shall strong nations be free to wrong weak nations 
and make them subject to their purpose and interest? 

“Shall peoples be ruled and dominated, even in their 
own internal affairs, by arbitrary and irresponsible force, 
or by their own will and choice? 

“Shall there be a common standard of right and privi- 
lege for all peoples and nations, or shall the strong do 
as they will and the weak suffer without redress? 

“Shall the assertion of right be haphazard and by 
casual alliance, or shall there be a common concert to 
oblige the observance of common rights?” 

The President continued: “No man, no group of men, 
chose these to be the issues of the struggle. They are 
the issues of it, and they must be settled—by no ar- 
rangement or compromise or adjustment of interests, 
but definitely and once for all and with a full and un- 
equivocal acceptance of the principle that the interest 
of the weakest is as sacred as the interest of the strong- 
est. This is what we mean when We speak of a perma- 
nent peace, if we speak sincerely, intelligently and with 
a real knowledge and comprehension of the matter we 
deal with.” 

The President declared that we were all agreed there 
ean be “no peace obtained by any kind of bargain or 
compromise with the governments of the Central Em- 
pires” because they have convinced us “that they are 
without honor. and do not intend justice.” He con- 
tinued: “The German people must by this time be fully 
aware that we cannot accept ,the word of those who 
forced this war upon us. We do not think the same 
thoughts or speak the same, language of agreement.” 
He asserted it was “of capital importance that we 
should also’be explicitly agreed that no peace shall be 
obtained by any kind of compromise or abatement of 
the principles for which we are fighting. There should 
be no doubt about that.” He affirmed that if it was the 
common object of the governments associated against 
Germany to achieve by the coming settlements a last- 
ing peace, “it will be necessary that all who sit down 
at the peace table shall come ready and willing to pay 
the price, the only price, that will procure it, and ready 
and willing also to create in some virile fashion the 
only instrumentality by which it can be made certain 
that the agreements of the peace table will be honored 
&nd fulfilled. That price is impartial justice in every item 
of the settlement, no matter whose interest is crossed, 
and not only impartial justice but also the satisfaction 





of the several peoples whose fortunes are dealt with 
That indispensable instrumentality is a league of nations 
formed under covenants that will be efficacious. With- 
out such an instrumentality, by which the peace of the 
world can be guaranteed, peace will. rest in part upon 
the word of outlaws and only upon that word. For 
Germany will have to redeem her character, not by what 
happens at the peace table, but by what follows.” 

The constitution of the league of nations and the 
clear definition of its objects must be a part, the most 
essential part, of the peace settlement itself, he de- 
clared, for it cannot be formed now when it would be 
merely a new alliance confined to the nations associated 
against a common enemy, nor could it be formed after 
the settlement, since it is necessary to guarantee peace, 
and “peace cannot be guaranteed as an afterthought.” 
The President then outlined the particulars of the Gov- 
ernment’s interpretation of its own duty with regard 
to peace as follows: 

“First, the impartial justice meted out must involve 
no discrimination between those to whom we wish to 
be just and those to whom we do not wish to be just. 
It must be a justice that plays no favorites and knows 
no standard but the equal rights of the several peoples 
concerned. 

“Second, no special or separate interest of any single 
nation or any group of nations can be made the basis 
of any part of the settlement which is not consistent 
with the common interest of all. 

“Third, there can be no leagues or alliances or special 
covenants and understandings within the general -and 
common family of the league of nations. 

“Fourth, and more specifically, there can be no special, 
selfish economic combinations within the league and no 
employment of any form of economic boycott or exclu- 
sion except as the power of economic penalty by exclu- 
sion from the markets of the world may be vested in 
the league of nations itself as.a means of discipline and 
control. 

“Fifth, all international agreements and treaties of 
every kind must be made known in their entirety to .the 
rest of the world. Special alliances and economic rival- 
ries and hostilities have been the prolific source in the 
modern world of the plans and “passions that produce 
war. It would be an insincere as well as an insecure 
peace that did not exclude them in definite and bind- 
ing terms.” 

He invited the leaders of the governments with which 
we are associated to say whether they thought he was 
mistaken in his interpretation of the issues involved 
or in his purpose with regafd to the means by which a 
satisfactory settlement of those issues may be obtained. 
He closed his speech with an allusion to “peace drives” 
and declared “Germany is constantly intimating the 
‘terms’ she will accept, and always finds that the world 
does not want terms. It wishes the final triumph of 
justice and fair dealing.”

PROMOTION FROM THE RANKS. 


We have received from John J. Lenney, of Washing- 
ton, D.C., some pamphlets devoted“ to the subject of 
“promotion from the ranks,” which include a set of reso- 
lutions passed at the last annual convention of the 
United Spanish War Veterans, held in Baltimore in 
September, and an attack on the plan of the War De- 
partment for the military instruction of the youth of 
the country called the Students’ Army Training Corps. 
The resolutions of the Spanish War veterans contain 
the meat of the matter, these declaring that “the able- 
bodied citizenry of democratic America is enrolled ‘en 
masse’ in the ranks of the American Army” and that 
“‘promction from the ranks’ is a democratic institution 
and a contribution to military policy peculiarly charac- 
teristic of democracy” while “Admission to the Ameri- 
can Army by ‘influence’ or by ‘exclusive tests’ based on 
‘higher educational attainments’ inaccessible to ninety- 
five per cent. of the American citizens is unfair and un- 
American.” The essential resolutions adopted by the 
convention were “that ‘Universal Promotion from. the 
Ranks’ and from the ranks only, should be the unalter- 
able policy of the United States, and the fixed and only 
legal way for the procurement of cOmbatant officers for 
the American Army’; and that the test for entrance 
to the lowest grade of combatant commissioned officer 
should be: “Knowledge imparted in the graded schools, 
and practical skill in field and battle duties of the sol- 
dier.” Mr. Lenney’s personal contribution to these 
documents is a frank attack on the §.A.T.C.‘ plan that 
opens “with the phrase “Husks arid shoddy, shoddy and 
husks, for plain American voter, conscripted and be- 
come merely a common soldier! Husks and shoddy for 
fighting men; S.A.T.C. for supermen!” He advances 
the curious idea that “military training schools in the 
beginning were held as substitutes—mere makeshifts for 
war training” and he proposes that the Army itself be 
used as the real school for teaching the art of war in- 
stead of the 401 establishments “in which to wage re- 
lentless war agd. keep the college heart-fires burning 
brightly.” 

It must be apparent to any one who follows military 
matters with any degree of attention that these resolu- 
tions and Mr. Lenney’s brochure were written in the 
heat of excitement and without due thought. This can 
be the only possible explanation for the complete exhibi- 
tion they give of a deep ignorance of Army procedure at 
the present time regarding promotion of “eombatant offi- 
cers.” It also reveals the fact that the Spanish War 
veterans and Mr. Lenney, like so many critics of the 











Army and of the War Department of to-day, are living 
in the past. Carelessness of statement is to be found in 
the wording of the phrase “admission to the American 
Army by ‘influence,’” ete. There is no such thing as 
using “influence” to get into the U.S. Army to-day. 
Every man who goes into our Army, unless he is past 
forty-five years of age, does so under the provisions of 
the Selective Service Law, an act whose operation has 
been singularly successful in its general fairness. ‘To 
talk of getting into the American Army through “in- 
fluence” is either abysmal ignorance or the cheapest kind 
of political buncombe that is founded on a complete mis- 
representation of the facts. 

As to the prospect of promotion from the ranks that 
system was never so widely praeticed in the Army of 
the United States as it is to-day. 
bered that early in 1917 the War Department sent an 
order to every officer in charge of “combatant” troops to 


select from every one of the companies in his command ‘ 


a certain number of non-commissioned officers and en- 
listed men who were ‘thought to possess the necessary 
qualifications for a commissioned officer, and these men: 
were given opportunities to qualify for commissions. - 
Again, for some months during 1917 and until within 
very recently, candidates for officers’ commissions in the 
divisional training camps both here and abroad were. 
confined solely to the men in the ranks, ‘no civilians being - 
permitted to enter them through “influence” or any 
other means. The principle behind this was that. such 
men already had a grounding in-military training in the 
ranks and -therefore- were better fitted to. make officers’ 
more quickly than civilians eould be. 

As for the idea that the S.A.T.C. gives any. advantage - 
to any one class ef the youth of the country in the way: 
of getting a commission in advance of men in the ranks: 
we have this fact to disprove so un-American and un- 
fair a statement. _For some months past Secretary. 
Baker, in spite of the Army. Regulation that prohibits, 
any man under twenty-one years of age accepting a com- 
mission, had changed-the regulation for these reasons : 


“Some time-ago,”. he said to the members of: the, Senate: ..~ ~~ 


Committee on Military Affairs during a diseussion of- 
the Man-Power bill, “my attention was called to the 
fact that many young men who had -volunteered ‘before 
they were twenty-one years of age were rendering ex- 
tremely distinguished -servicé..on the - battlefields of 
Europe, and that they were ineligible to go into training 
for officers, and I changed this-rule with regard to men 
abroad, authorizing General Pershing to designate into 
training camps for officers any soldier-in his Army there 
who, whatever his age, has shown efficient or especially 
meritorious conduct.” Mr. Lenney’s curious ‘a’sertion’ 
that “military training schools in the beginning, were 
held as substitutes—mere’ makeshifts for. war training” 
needs no denial. To assert that education in a military 
training school does not fit a man for the art of war 
is to reject the whole principle of education. 
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New Saprer REGIMENTS. 

Six sapper regiments of Engineers are being organ- 
ized at Camp A. A. Humphreys, Va. The commanders 
selected for them are the following: Cols. William D. A. 
Anderson, Francis C. Harrington, Cleveland C. Gee, 
John R. D. Matheson, Thomas M. Robins and Perley F. 
Walker. All except Colonel Walker are officers. of 
Engineers of the Regular Army and graduates of 
West Point. Each of these regiments will have a 
strength of approximately 1,600 officers and men, all 
of whom are destined for early overseas service. The 
sapper regiments have been numbered, respectively, the 
215th, 216th, 217th, 218th, 219th and 220th. Sap- 
pers plan and lay out trenches and other fortifications, 
construct pioneer roads, build certain of the more tech- 
nically difficult and complex defensive systems and su-_ 
pervise the work of other troops engaged in somewhat- 
similar activities. The six regiments are recruited al- 
most entirely from the 10,000 selectives from New York,’ 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey. The 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th, 
6th and 7th Training Regiments will continue their 
existence. They will serve as replacement regiments for 
the six permanent sapper regiments. 
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INGENUITY IN AIRPLANE REpamns. 

Airplane repair-is developing a new school of motor 
mechanics and engineers on the flying fields of the coun- 
try, where shortage in airplane parts handicaps the 
training of aviators and Yankee ingenuity is taxed to 
work out relief in some form or another. Many of these) - 
repair men, who are called “Trouble shooters,” soon, 
qualify as engine experts, At Ellington Field recently. 
a scarcity of wrist pins for airplane engines developed. 
A wrist pin in an engine has to stand a tremendous 
amount of strain and for one to break in the air would 
result in a serious accident. On account of the present 
immense demand for steel, it has been difficult to meet 
this wrist pin problem until a lieutenant, searching for 
material in a scrap-heap, picked out an axle of an 
abandoned “jitney” automobile. This he treated by a 
special process and then cut and shaped the pieces into 
a number of wrist pins. They were placed iu several 
engines, the cylinders containing them plainly marked, 
and sent eut for testing. Some of those improvised wrist 
pins have had 170 hours of service and. fe still holding 
up as well as any others. The result has been a great 
saving of nimtecial and time, as well as increasing the 
number of flying hours for engines at the field,

An order affecting mail intended for officers and men 
of the American Expeditionary Force in Siberia was 
issued by the Postoffice Department Sept. 21, when it 
was announced that all mail matter originating in the

force, and all mail originating with members of the 
force intended for the United States or any of its pos- 
sessions, is to be subject to the domestic classification.

Third Assistant 
Postmaster General Dockery issued a notice to post- 
masters Sept. 21 that officers in immediate command of 
detached vnits of the American Expcditionary Force in 
Europe are authorized to appreve requests for articles 
desired by tke members, therefore parcels otherwise 
mailable, addressed to members ef the A.E.F. in En- 
rope, may be accepted when the request required to be 
enclosed therein is approved by the addressee’s regimen- 
tal or higher officer, cluding a major, or by an officer 
in command of a detached unit in such a manner as to 
show that fact, as, for example, “Approved, Lieut. John 
Doe, Post Commander,” “Train Commander” or “Bat- 
talion Commander,” as the case may be.

InunHUMAN Acts oF GERMAN SoLpIers. 

Lieut. Harold Winslow, 102d Field Art., U.S.A., re- 
cently returned to New Bedford, Mass., from France 
for a brief visit to his home before going to Camp Meade, 
Md., for duty. Lieutenant Winslow, who is the son of 
Med. Dir. George F. Winslow, U.S.N., had many thrill- 
ing experiences with the A.E.F. He took part in the 
battle on the Marne front and was cited in orders with 
a number of other members of his battery for distin- 
guished service. He will return again to France later. 
Lieutenant Winslow gives the New Bedford Times of 
Sept. 18 a long account of his battle experiences and in 
speaking of the cruelties and disregard for humanity 
and the laws of war by German troops he says: “I 
saw the Hun at his worst—the Hun we heard about at 
home but couldn’t really believe existed except in rare 
instances. With my own eyes I have seen them fire 
upon Red Cross men working as litter bearers. I have 
seen men holding one end of a litter carrying a wounded 
man—haye seen that wounded man the victim of a 
machine or rifle bullet, leap from the litter and piteh 
out.dead and then the men who were attempting to get 
him to a dressing station drop in their tracks——victims 
of murderous Hun war activities. I saw an American 
Infantry captain lying wounded. They simply let him 
remain there as bait and as fast as some of his men 
would go out and attempt to rescue him they were shot 
in their tracks. I have also seen them shell and bomb 
Red Cross ambulances and dressing stations as eagerly 
as though they were firing at one of our defended posi- 
tions. I heard that women were being used to man the 
German machine guns—the sacrifice positions. I could 
not believe it until we advanced to one position and 
there among a pile of dead Germans was one woman in 
the uniform of the German soldier. Staff officers were 
reluctant to believe these stories recounted by men who 
saw them and finally the bodies of a number were ex- 
humed and the proof established.” 
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A Sonprer’s Lerrer. 

Following. are. extracts from a typical letter from an 
American soldier recently arrived in France: “Just a 
little note to let you all know that I arrived safe across 
the pond. I had a fine time on the way over. We had 
boxing, singing and other -games. There was enough 
talent.to fill the Winter Garden for a full season. Al- 
though we were always on the watch for submarines 
none of them stuek their nose out of the water. Arriy- 
ing at a port im France we were marched to a rest 
camp for a short stay. From this camp we were put on 
a train for another camp. It was some train ride and 
I was glad to get off and take the hike to camp. It was 
the best hike so far,-up and down big hills. After we 
hit camp we were placed in billets on the side of a big 
hill, overlooking a valley where the rest,of our bat- 
talion is quartered. There are all kinds of animals here, 
such as cows, chi rabbits, dogs and horses, roam- 
ing up and down our company street. It keeps a fellow 
busy chasing them out of your billet before they do any 
damage. I will be here for some time as we are going 
to a sehool to learn our part of the game. I cannot tell 
you much more about the place until I take a few hikes 
over the hills. As far as the war is concerned, I can- 
not tell you any more than you read in.the New York 
papers. I hear quite a few rumors which sound good 
to me. You would have heard from me before this but 
all my time was taken up in fraveling since I left the 
States. My brother writes he is now in the front line 
trenches. I wrote to him asking him to do his best 
with the rest of the boys to give the world a Christmas 
present. The only things which make a fellow feel 
good here are a letter from home, a row of U.S. freight 
trains and a big American victory.”

HLIMINATION OF MENTALLY DEFECTIVE. 

Attention is directed by the War Department to the 
importance of eliminating the mentally unfit. This 
elimination should, it was reeently pointed out, be made 
at the time that the registrants are given neuro-psychi- 
atric examinations, but any cases which are subse- 
quently detected must be, the War Department directs, 
eliminated from organizations promptly. ‘Careful dis- 
crimination between psychiatric and psychological ex- 
aminations,” says the War Department instructions, 
“must be made; the latter are not considered in deciding 
on the acceptance or rejection of a registrant or in the 
discharge of a soldier. Special Regulations No. 65 and 
Army Regulations, Par. 159, govern and the provisions 
of the latter are extended to include commanding offi- 
cers of replacement camps and other camps under the 
command of general officers. Reports from France in- 
dicate that a large number of men suffering from mental 
disorders have been-allowed to go with replacements. 
The necessary corrective measures must be applied in 
the camps of the United States.”

PRESIDENT May Take Oven MINERALS AND MerTate 
Under a. bill, H.R. 11259, as agreed to in conference 
and accepted by both House and Senate, the President 
is given authority io take over such minerals and metals 
in the United States as he may decide may be necessary 
for the successful prosecution ef the war where no sat's- 
factory arrangement can be made for their purchase. 
Provision is made for the prosecution of any person who 
refuses to comply with any order of the President made 
in compliance with the act. The méasure appropriates 
$500.000 to be used as a “revolving fund” for carrying 
out the objects of the act. If the President decides that 
it may be necessary to form corporations in any state 
or territorial district for the carrying out of any of the 
powers conferred on him he is authorized to do so. 
Upon the proclamation of peace the President is to wind 
up us rapidly as possible all transactions made under 
the act.

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GENERAL MARCH’S WEEKLY INTERVIEW. 


In his weekly interview with the Washisgton’ cor- 
Tespondents on Oct. 5 Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of 
Staff, said: 

“The news during the last week from all fronts has 
been excellent. Since I talked to you last Saturday the 
three drives begun by the Allies on Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday have moved our line forward on a front 
wider than ever, affecting practically the entire line 
from the sea to Verdun. Between the Argonne Forest 
and the Meuse River the American Army has not only 
held the enemy’s reinforcements to that sector, but has 
driven its way forward on its entire front to the Kriem- 
hild position, where the enemy is standing. The Ameri- 
ean divisious st that point threatened the main railroad 
line of communications from Germany to the west front, 
the railroad coming through from Germany and pass- 
ing through Sedan and other places of historic military 
interest, and is the most important single artery of sup- 
ply of their army. The Americans have reached a point 
eighteen miles in a direct line from that railroad, and 
as soon as the direction of the drive became evident 
Germany threw in its path a great many divisions, with- 

- drawing them from other points in the line, and they 

have been held there by the Americans when they are 
badly needed elsewhere. Just west of the Argonne For- 
est, General Gouraud’s French army, with the 2d Ameri- 
can Division, has likewise fought-its way northward 
eight or ten miles to the enemy’s line of defense west of 
Challerange. Hills have been captured which command 
the enemy’s supply lines south of Vouzieres. . 

“The British drive on Cambrai and St. Quentin de- 
veloped into a battle for the entire Hindenburg line be- 
tween those points and the enemy has now been forced 
back to or beyond this line along its entire length from 
Fianders to the Ailette. The British, aided by the 27th 
and 30th American Divisions, directed their assaults par- 
ticularly against the hills five to ten miles north of St. 
Quentin, where they have swept entirely across the 
enemy’s zone of defenses and have opened gaps in his 
lines which he has closed with great difficulty. In spite 
of the opposition of the enemy Cambrai is being en- 
veloped by the advance of the British, who have crossed 
the Escaut Canal on a wide front south of the city and 
have reached the hills beyond. The drive in Flanders 
rapidly spread the line into a semi-circular salient ten 
miles deep. By this advance the Allies have taken back 
more than seventy-five square miles of Belgium and 
threaten the enemy’s possession of Ostend and Zeebrugge 
and of the coal fields behind Lens. In consequence the 
enemy is reported to be evacuating the two ports, and 
is withdrawing from the entire sector from Lens to 
Armentieres. The British have occupied both towns 
and have advanced to within five miles of Lille. The 
enemy has come down off the Vesles-Aisne plateau north- 
west of Reims and has been folléwed by the French to 
the Aisne Canal. 

“In the Balkans, while the Bulgarian army is retiring 
from Serbia, the Serbian army has advanced rapidly 
northward and is in contact with the Austrians near 
Vranye, halfway between Uskub and Nish. In Albania 
the Austrians are retiring and the Italians have reoccu- 
pied Berat, crossing the Semeni River and moving ia 
the direction-of Durazzo, the naval base which we at- 
tacked the other day. 

“The shipping of American troops during tlie last 
month has continued over 250,000, in spite of the gen- 
eral epidemic of influenza all over the*country, in mili- 
tary camps as well as in civil life. In sending men 
abroad we are selecting men who have neither had the 
disease nor been exposed to it. This has made neces- 
sary some-adjustment, but the flow of_troops is as I have 
stated it, over 250,000 for the last month. , The éntire 
number of troops embarked from the,United States is 
over 1,850,000.’’ 

In response to specific questions, General March said: 
“The 27th Division has been operating with the British 
on the front north of St. Quentin and participating in 
the attack of Sept. 27 made very satisfactory progress 
and reached all objectives. On Sept. 29 the 27th Divi- 
sion was reported to have crossed the canal tunnel, one 
of the chief objectives of the operations in that region, 
and to have captured Bony and Le Catelet. On Sept. 
30 the division drove well beyond the canal. During 
part of June and July the 27th Division was in a sector 
in the Vosges. Aug. 30 it was reported on line on the 
Vesle River. From Sept. 4 to the 14th it was in the 
advance from the Vesle toward the Aisne, driving the 
enemy part way back over the intervening ridge. 

“The 88th Division has not yet been réported in ac- 
tion. The division was sent over under the command 
of Brig. Gen. W. D. Beach. The arrival of the 86th 
Division from Camp Grant overseas has not yet been 
reported by General Pershing. The artillery units of 
the 30th Division are still attached to the 89th Divi- 
sion. The 330th Infantry is incorporated with the 83d 
Division. The 338th Infantry is attached to the 85th 
Division and is in ‘training back of the lin-> in an 
American training area. The 39 Division has not! 
yet been reported by number, there is a possibility 
ef it having been in the Meuse drive.” 

One correspondent stated that press dispatches men- 
tion Missouri and Kansas troops as having taken part 
in the American offensive, and asked: “Can these troops 
be identified as forming the 35th Division?’ General 
March replied: “They cannot. It is probable that it 
is the 35th Division, but the division has not yet been 
reported by number.” He also said that General Per- 
shing has not yet reported the 89th Division as being 
in the St. Mihiel fight, but the 89th Division was re- 
ported there after the attack and is now in that region. 
The 88th Division is still in training area. 

In reply to the question, “What cause was assigned 
for the honorable discharge of Brig. Gen. Henry Hutch- 
ings, formerly of the Texas National Guard?” General 
March replied: “He has not yyet been discharged. He 
was sent from France by General Pershing, who reported 
the case to the War Department and asked for authority 
to send him back to the United States for discharge. 
He has not yet been reported, and we will see him be- 
fore he is discharged.” = 

The commanding general of the 18th Division, the 
Chief of Staff stated, was Brig. Gen. Estes, who is in 
temporary command. From the major generals sent to 
the Senate for confirmation the other day a commander 
for this division will probably be selected. .The 33d 
Division had its headquarters near Verdun, Sept. 14, 
when it was last reported. The War Department had 
no direct information to indicate the division to which 
belongs the group of Americans between St. Quentin and 
Cambrai who were cut off by the enemy and later. res- 
cued; but from the general indication of the line it may 
ee the 27th. Trench Mortar Battery 308, 83d Division, 
has not been in any of the recent actions. In response 
te the statement that rumors were current that the 30th

Division, including Tennessee troops, has suffered heav- 
ily in late fighting around St. Quentin, General March 
replied : “The 30th Division has been reported in that 
action, but the casualty lists have not come in, so I 
cannot say anything about casualties.” It was the 27th 
ee that fought with the British at Cambrai, he 
said. 

As to the identity of American troops at Archangel, 
General March said they were under the command of 
Col. George E. Stewart and comprise the 339th In- 
fantry, part of the 310th Engineers and the necessary 
field hospital Medical Corps. He also said that the Iili- 
nois troops engaged in the Argonne battle could net be 
identified as to the number of division. The 82d Divi- 
sion was last reported in the Woevre on the line. 

As to the disposition of General Gorgas, the Chief of 
Staff said: “He is still with Secretary Baker’s party 
in France, and I cannot say what will be done. General 
Ireland will come back at once; I have wired directing 
that he be returned to the United States.” He also 
stated that Brig. Gen. Hugh S. Johnson has beem re 
lieved from duty with the Purchase, Storage and Traffic 
Division of the General Staff and has been assigned to 
a brigade in the 8th Division at Camp Fremont, Cal., 





which will be sent to France. He added: “He will get 
his chance for field service.” 
ALLOWANCE FOR AIRPLANE TRAVEL. 


In a recent opinion from the office of the Judge Advo- 
cate General of the Army, officers traveling by Govern- 
ment airplane may draw expenses at the rate of four 
cents a mile, which is the rate of milezge allowed where 
the Government furnishes transportation by prairie 
schooners, dog sleds in Alaska, and Buffalo carfs in the 
Philippines. The allawance for travel-on trains is gen- 
erally seven cents a mile. The distinction is made, rot 
because airplanes are less modern than trains and there- 
fore classed with dog sleds or prairie schooners, but be- 
cause customarily-theré are only two methods of trans- 
portation used in the service, “train” or “otherwise.” 
Airplanes fall in the latter class. This decision settles 
a doubt raised in a former opinion that because the air- 
plane as used in military service was not a vehicle, but 
an instrument of war, there was no authority for the 
payment of individual expenses of those using it for 
travel. 

Major Gen. William L. Kenly, Director of Military 
Aeronautics, made the point that although airplanes are 
employed for combat and other war purposes, the tse 
of the airplane in the Army as a means of conveyance 
was of .constantly increasing importance. He main- 
tained that this use was.two-fold. First, in the theater 
of operations, in connection with troops; second, out- 
side the theater of operations, in the transportation of 
officers traveling without troops, on permanent change of 
station or temporary duty. In the first case, travel 
would be-performed by airplane as it would be by horse, 
automobile, or other means, and no mileage would accrue. 
In the second case, travel would be performed by air- 
plane-in lieu of railway, and mileage, at four cents a 
mile, should be aJlowed. The chief reason for such 
travel, as maintained by General Kenly, was its expedi- 
ency. When airplanes were available, he believed, they 
should be used, if only for the sake of practice. There 
would be no additional expense to the Government in 
using available airplanes for travel, he held, nor any 
diversion of the time of pilots from their duty. At the 
same time travel could be accomplished far more quickly 
than by train, even on short trips, whether for change 
of station, temporary duty or purposes of inspection. If 
no mileage was to be drawn for such travel, officers 
would themselves have to bear the expenses, and if, for 
this reason, they avoided travel by airplane, the result 
in the long run would be loss of time and loss of op- 
portunity for the full development of the use of the air- 
plane. The point was also made that there was no re- 
quirement known where travel must actually be per- 
formed by railway to entitle an officer to mileage, and 
examples were cited to the contrary, found in the Alas- 
kan, Philippine, and Western Service, where, when rail- 
roads were not available, mileage had been granted for 
travel performed by other means of conveyance. 
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BRITISH NAVAL MISSION HERE. 


Sir Eric Geddes, First Lord of the British Admiralty, 
accompanied by a number of high British navy officers, 
members of a special naval mission to the United States, 
arrived at Washington Oct. 6, having reached an Ameri- 
ean port the day before somewhat unexpectedly. Out- 
side of persons in official life at Washington no one 
knew of the arrival of this important mission, the first 
public intimation of the fact being the presenee at the 
railroad station in Washington of a number of high 
American Navy officers. Admiral William S. Benson, 
Chief of Naval Operations, met Sir Erie Geddes and his 
party at their port of arrival. Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels made an official call on Sir Eric almost immedi- 
ately after his arrival at Washington. Sir Erie and his 
party then paid calls at the Navy and State Depart- 
ments and were entertained at luncheon by President 
and Mrs. Wilson. Secretary Daniels gave a dinner in 
honor of the visiting Englishmen that evening. In 
speaking to a number of Washington correspondents Sir 
Eerie said: “My visit to the United States in company 
with Vice Admiral Duff, the assistant chief of the naval 
staff at the Admiralty, is in response to a most cordial 
invitation extended to us by the Secretary of the United 
States Navy. Mr. Daniels intimated to me recently 
that a visit of representatives of the British Board of 
Admiralty to discuss certain matters concerning the 
naval situation would be very welcome to the Navy De- 
partment and himself, and it is in this capacity and for 
this purpose we have come over. For the last eighteen 
months we on our side Have had the opportunity of see- 
jog your Navy at ‘work, and I am voicing the. opinion 
net only of the Royal navy and the British nation, byt 
of the whole of the Allies, when I say that your sailors; 
no less than your gallant troops, have won our deepest 
admiration. Seamanship, technical skill, endurance, in- 
genuity, and good fellowship—all of these we knew we 
eould expect from the United States Navy, and it is 
those very qualities in a degree far exceeding our antici- 
pations which have endeared your officers and men to 
us all and have brought about that complete unity of 
spirit and purpose between the two great navies to which 
the present visit of the Board of Admiralty bears _testi- 
mony. The dauntless determination which the United 
States has displayed in creating a huge trained body of 
seamen out of landsmen is one of the most striking ac- 
complishments of the war. Had it not been effectively

done one would have thought it impossible, and words 
fail me to express our admiration of this feat under- 
taken and accomplished by "ng Navy Department, of 
which Mr. Secretary Daniels is the civil chief.” Sir 
Eric deClined to indicate the subjects that are to be dis- 
cussed with Navy officials, but it is believed the anti- 
submarine campaign will form one of the important 
features. The discussions commenced Oct. 8. The 
sonnel of the mission is as follows: The Right Hon. Sir 
Eric Geddes, G.B.E., K.C.B., First ‘Lord of the Ad- 
miralty; Vice Admiral Sir_A. L. Duff, K.C.B., assistant 
chief of naval staff; Rear Admiral A. F. Everett, C.B., 
naval secretary to First Lord; Capt. Cyril T. M. Ful- 
ler, C.M.G., D.S., Cirector-of plans; Capt. Lionel G.

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REGULAR OFFICERS COMPLIMENTED; 


Lieutenant Colenel Repington, the British war cor 
respondent, gives this appreciation of the Regular Army 
officers of the United States in a copyrighted article pub- 
lished in the New York World of Oct. 3: 

“When we point the finger of scorn at the Germans 
for not understanding America, I imagine we conveni- 
ently forget we were, most of us, ignorant about that 
modest, unassuming, but most competent individual, the 
American Regular officer, who really has been the main- 
spring of all the military machinery created since Ameri- 
ca came in. We saw little or nothing of him in London. 
He was away, out of sight, doing his job in distant and 
scattered garrisons tenanted by the old Army of America, 
But he was the true scion of the West Point officer who 
shone in the Civil Wat. He was a: gentleman, very 
highly trained and as well acquainted with the theory 
of war organization, strategy and operations as the 
trained officers of any other army. - He has, by his com- 
petence and supremg good sense, completely cominated 
the U.S. Army in its modern national form and has in- 
stilled into it the discipline and high sense of public 
duty which are the hall marks of West Point. Lest 
would the National Army have been without him. He 
lacked nothing but the practice of leading and d 
masses of men in battle, but as the direction of these 
masses had not come the way of the officers of otlier 
armies before this war began, there was much less dif- 
ference between the American and other armies than 
most people imagined.” ' 

As for Generat Pershing’s task_in handling the many 
problems connected with the A.E.F., Colonel Repington 
adds this analysis of the Commander-in-Chief of our 
forces abroad whieh, like his appreciation of our Regu- 
lar officers as a whole, is upon a real. soldier's 
knowledge of military affairs: 

“Tt must have been a difficult matter for General 
Pershing to fill all his higher command and staffs ba 
he was so busy receiving and training new arrivals. H 
set about it as he did about other matters, on a clean- 
cut system and with the firm intention of succeeding. 
He sent his staff officers to regiments and larger units, 
and his regimental officers to staffs. He appointed to 
battalions young officers who had led well their com- 
panies and platoons. He used divisional fighting as a 
high school for his command and staffs, and his larger 
units are led mostly by those who have done well in the 
field. The rule which Generai Pershing insisted upon 
in the Army he applied to himself: There was no com- 
pulsion upon him to assume command of his first Army 
when it took the field, all new to a great operation. He 
did so because he wished, before commanding several 
armies, to have the practical experience of handling onc. 
It was a very honorable course., A weaker character 
might easily have shirked the test of commanding an 
army of several army corps, each, of several divisions, 
which never before had worked as an army and which 
was about to attack the Germans in a position they had 
held and fortified during a B ge of four years. He 

gave himself no advantage. e left his grand headquar- 
ters behind and took over the first Army staff as it 
stood. Fortune, ever fickle, and most fickle of all in 
war, smiled upon the brave.” >

TROUSERS FOR ARMY OFFICERS. 


To THE Eprror of THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I have followed with much interest the various discus- 
sions pro and con of the merits and demerits of the pres- 
ent uniform collar. There seems to be so much that is 
logical on both sides that this question should apparently 
be shelved while we have fighting to do. Incidentally, I 
am in favor of the roll collar, but that is neither here 
nor there. There is one point, however, that seems to 
me to be of much more immediate moment, but which 
has been given little if any publicity. I refer to the 
wearing of long trousers with the service uniform when 
off duty or when working in an office.. Every military 
force in the world uses breeches and some kind of puttce 
for field service. But every military force except the 
United States Army also has long trousers, or “slacks,” 
as the British call them, for social wear. Even over 
here the Navy, Marine Corps and naval aviation have 
them. 

The abjection as to the inadvisability of authorizing 
a thing which would mean unnecessary expense, which 
has. so frequently been brought up against the collar 
question, is not applicable here. Such trousers could and 
should be optional and only such officers as could afford 
or desire them need wear them. There is a certain re- 
Jaxation and restfulness, much te be desired, which ac- 
companies the wegring of something that fits loosely, and 
after a day’s work in tRe field it would indeed be heaven 
to be able to shift te a pair of long trousers. I am sure 
there are many thousand officers who will indorse this 
suggestion.. There seems to be no weighty objections 
possible. 











May I euggest that you give it what publicity 
you can through your columns, with the hope that some- 
thing may come of it? It is so small a thing to grant 
and yet so great a thing to receive to be allowed to wear 
something that separates duty from rest.

In your issue of Sept. 7 you publish something on 
the Indian War Service bill passed by the Sixty-fourth 
Congress. I am glad that some one is kicking against 
that most unfair measure. It is so manifestly unjust 
that I marvel that the President did not veto it. But 
it was pushed upon him twenty minutes before his term 


expired and I am sure he did not read the bill. 

The original bill was drawn with the intent to pen- 
sion the survivors of the Indian wars from 1865 to 
1890, and all of them. On its way through the commit- 


tees, conferees, etc., it was “deleted” so that when it 
went to the President it was framed to benefit only 
“Galvanized Yankees,” “Texas Rangers” and ranchmen. 


Permit me to show how cruelly unjust this law is: 
I served five years in K Company, 8th Infantry. In 
1872 I served against the Sioux Indians on the Yellow- 
stone river. In the winter of 1874 I participafed in 
the Sioux expedition under Gen. John E. Smith. I was 
in action against hostile Apaches in Arizona in 1876. 
I was refused a pension because I “did not participate 
in any of the campaigns enumerated in the bill.” Now 
prepare to laugh—or weep. The ranchman, or sun- 
downer, wo, in some Indian foray, went out against 
the Indians for even a few days—if he stayed until the 
flarry was over—is drawing $20 a month; while we old 
Regulars who served long enlistments and were on the 
go all the time are getting the cold shoulder. 

Senator Borah introduced an amendment to the Keat- 
ing pension biJl—to pension some ninety-day outfit that 
was left out of the original bill—but the men who fol- 
lowed the gnidons of Custer, Merritt, Royal and Wil- 
liam Baird; the men who ge Rain-in-the-Face, Black 
Kettle, Gail; Tall Bull and Nose; the men who 


gg George Crook and David Stanley are not pen- 
sioned. 

Won't some ambitious Congressman with a sense of 
justice so amend this bill as to give the real Indian 
fighters a look-in? I repeat that Congress has never 
passed a more unjust measure than the Keating pen- 


sion bill.

PROMOTION OF RETIRED NAVAL OFFICERS. 


To THE Eprron oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have read the Secretary of the Navy's letter in your 
last issue in regard to exemption of naval officers from 
paying the income tax. I do not wish exemption, but 
I do wish justice. Along with other retired officers I 
was mobilized and brought back into active service, and 
gladly I came, but I remain a lieutenant commander. 
Others have passed from lieutenant to commander, but 
I remain stationary. I should think that it would have 
been quite the other way, because in spite of physical 
handicaps some of us have filled important posts. 

But the Secretary had not the true facts before him 
when he said that promotion, ‘hence increased pay, makes 
compensation for increased taxation. Rent has risen, 
but we are allowed no increase, twelve dollars for each 
room; food has soared as well as wearing apparel, but 
there has been no increase for the retired officer. Why 
not promote all retired officers at least one grade, but 
sureiy promote all who were forced to retire on account 
of physical disability? They were compelled to leave 
the Service; the only others who were compelled to leave 
were those who did not keep up to the standard and 
ninety per cent. of them were advanced a grade. Yes, 
and promote all one grade from, the day war was de- 
clared, as we have been ignored from that day. 

ONE STILL ON THE Jos. 
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WEARING OF AVIATION UNIFORMS. 


To THE Epiton or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

A recent order issued to all officers attached to naval 
air stations is a hardship not only to line officers but 
the staff as well. The order reads: “Summer and win- 
ter Aviation uniforms will be worn by all officers on 
Aviation duty attached to naval air stations and naval 
aviation detachments ashore.” 

Interpretation of order: “The above is interpreted 
to mean all officers attached to naval air stations will 
wear the Aviation uniform. This includes Regular offi- 
cers, both line and staff, as well as all Reservists, 
whether enrolled for flight duty or for ground duty. 
This regulation was put into effect in order that all 
officers attached to naval air stations should be in the 
same uniform while on the station.” 

This order means that many of us will be put to an 
expense of from $200 to $250 for an outfit that will 
be worn, maybe, but for a few months or weeks, as fhe 
uniform will have to be discarded upon the receipt of 
sea orders or orders to stations other than air stations. 
Following this order comes an appeal to buy Liberty 
Bonds; and how can an officer do both on his present 
pay? Many of us feel that it is placing a very unneces- 
sary expense and burden upon us. It would be hard 
enough to bear were all of us to be on duty at an air 
station for a long time, but this is very doubtful in the 
case of many. 





PENSACOLA, 
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BOOTS AND SPURS FOR AVIATORS.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
k (Summarized from reports Oct. 4-9.) 
I THE WESTERN FRONT. 
; British Capture Cambrai. 

After several days of violent actions in which the 
Germans attempted in yain to hold out in the remainder 
of their lines north and south of Cambrai the enemy lost 
Cambrai itself on Oct. 9, and the Allies completed the 
double gain that they had commenced with the capture 
of St. Quentin. Somewhat less than twenty-five miles 
apart, the two cities afford twin bases for a possible 
further advance northeastward and thus give the Allied 
troops in this area a prospect of preponderance of posi- 


tion such as the enemy will find it difficult to counter- 
act. The gain of the two cities offers, therefore, an ad- 
vantage of the first order, which raises grave prospects 
of disaster for the whole German line thus pierced at a 
central point while held incapable of secure retreat at 


other points by the widespread attacks now elsewhere 


in pregress. 


Beginning with the British attack of Oct. 3, midway 
between St. Quentin and Cambrai the battle prelim- 
inary to the fail of the latter place went. on without 


pause for six days. ~The attack of Oct. 3 struck the 
enemy on the front between Sequehart and the Scheldt 
eanal, north of Bony, a line of some eight miles. On 
that day the British took 4,000 prisoners and penetrated 
the German position deeply, overrunning the trench line 
between Beaurevoir and Fonsomme. n Oct. 4 the 
enemy counter-attacked with great fierceness and per- 
gistence. At heavy cost he was dble to recapture part 
of his lost positions, including the villages of Beaure- 
voir and Montbrebain. but not to regain the upper hand 
more than momentarily. Immediately to the north his 
retirement from the plateau northeast of Le Catelet 
was forced on Oct. 5. On Oct. 6 the fighting about 
Beaurevoir and Montbrehain went on, the enemy still 
counter-attacking, apparently with the object of gaining 
time to withdraw from Cambrai. Te the north the Brit- 
ish carried Aubencheul and ground toward Lesdain. 

On Oct. 8 was launched a new series of Allied attacks. 
An American force composed of North and South Caro- 
lina and Tennessee troops, under General Lewis, broke 
deeply into the center of the area of pressure and seized 
Brancourt and Premont. British troops gained Serain, 
Malincourt and the trench system west of Walincourt. 
New Zealanders took Lesdain and Esnes. The French 
to the south drove the enemy from Fontaine-Utertre and 
Rouvray. On Oct. 8, likewise, began a movement de- 
signed to envelop Cambrai from the north. Canadian 
troops moving eastward gained Ramillies and the canal 
crossings northeast of the city. On the following night 
the British entered the city, which was no longer de- 
fensible. The fighting of the Sth yielded 8,000 prisoners 
fallen into British hands and 1,200 reported taken by 
the French. 

As a result of the week's efforts the offensive had ob- 
tained possession not only of Cambrai, but of the entire 
enemy front thence southward to St. Quentin. The 
French southeast of St. Quentin immediately began 
forcing the enemy back from his positions around Harly 
and Neuville-St. Amand toward the Oise river. 


Progress between Reims and the Meuse. 


While Foch’s offensive was driving the enemy from his 
defenses about Cambrai, gains scarcely less important 
were scored in the area of the continuing attack of the 
French and American armies between Reims and the 
Meuse river. Somewhat retarded on the front between 
the Argonne forest and the river, the offensive reaped its 
main results west of the Argonne in the expulsion of the 
enemy from the bulk of his positions south of the line 
of the Suippes and Arnes rivers and the crossing of the 
Aisne at Berry-au-Bac, north of Reims. At points the 
French forced crossing of the Suippes. By the gains 
north of Reims the offensive pierced the enemy’s strong 
defense behind the Aisne river and opened the prospect 
of an advance northward through less defensible coun- 
try against an adversary of diminishing capacity for 
resistance. Such an advance would endanger the Ger- 
mans’ tenure of Laon, already threatened by the cap- 
ture of St. Quentin, and greatly disturb the stability of 
the entire enemy front west of the Meuse river. Gen- 
eral Gouraud in an order to the corps, under his com- 
mand, eredited “the unceasing and successful attacks” 
of the American Ist Army on his right with a large 
share in securing the results which he obtained. 

Beginning with Oct. 3 the Germans executed an en- 
forced withdrawal from the area between Reims and the 
Aisne river to the north. Loivre fell on the 3d. Bri- 
mont, with its ring of forts for the most part in enemy 
possession since 1914, was taken on Oct. 4, and the 
heights of Mogent-l’Abbesse were éncircled by a rapid 
advance farther east, to fall two days later. By the end 
of Oct. 4 the French held the whole Aisne river line as 
far east as the canal, running south from Berry-au-Bac 
to Reims. Crossing the canal and pressing northward 
to the east of it they cleared the south bank of the 
Suippes near its confluence with the Aisne on Oct. 6. 

In the same retirement the enemy abandoned the 
heights about Moronvilers further east, which the French 

in vain attempted to capture during the summer of 
1917. North and east of Moronvillers the pursuers 
speedily reached the south bank of the Suippes to the 
Aisne river and the bank of the Aisne thence eastward. 
The Suipppes was crossed at numerous points, the Aisne 
was overrun from Belherniville to St. Pierre, despite 
counter-attacks on Oct. 7. On Oct. 8 an advance car- 
ried the French two miles north of the, Aisne. In the 
various operations several thousand prisoners fell into 
French hands. On Oct. 5 it was announced that 2,500 
Germans and thirty-one guns had been taken in five 
days. An American force co-operated with the French 
in the Aisne river area. 

Between this point and the Argonne forest the Ger- 
mans delayed the advance by determined counter-at- 
tacks. The Americans and French nevertheless ad- 
vanced several miles north of Somme-Py on Oct. 4 and 
stormed Mt. Blanc. About Autry and Lancon on the 
western edge of the forest a stubborn struggle continued 
for several days, the enemy checking the Americans’ ap- 
proach toward Grand Pré, six miles north, and its pass 
through the forest belt. 

East of the Argonne the American 1st Army kept up 
its northward drive against powerful opposition. It 
fought its way through Chatel, Chehery and Eixer- 
mont and captured Cornay, four miles southeast of 
Grand Pré, on Oct. 8, after a bitter series of actions 
along the Aire river. Gaining this joint it had tra- 
versed the strongest of the German defenses south of 


the Grand Pré pass, on the_east side of the Argonne 
forest. 


Americans Attack Northeast of Verdun. 


American troops of the Ist Army, in conjunction with 
French forees, started a new offensive in the area east 
of the Meuse river and northeast of Verdun on Oct. 8, 
Besides the villages of Haermont and Beaumont, lying 
in the immediate frontal area, the attackers captured 
Brabant and Consenvoye. They penetrated beyond the 
line from which the German drive upon Verdun started 
in February, 1916. The captures made on the first day 
included 3,000 prisoners, 1,400 taken by the American 
forces, and eighteen heavy-caliber mortars. The new at- 
tack, apart from its general bearing upon the movement 
down the Meuse, toward vital points at the German 
rear acquired importance by its close relation to the ad- 
vance already in progress west of the river. 


Other Operations on Western Front. 


_ In the Ypres area the Belgians and French some- 
what extended their gains of the preceding week and 
reached the outskirts of the town of Roulers, which was 
apparently in process of being dismantled prior to 
evacuation by the enemy. The British east of Ypres, 
following up their crossing of the River Lys, drew 
nearer to Tourcoing from the northwest. 

South and west of Lille the German retirement has 
put the British in possession of both Armentiéres and 
Lens, the latter important to the French on account of 
its coal mines. Between Lens and the river Searpe, 
east of Arras, the British started an attack designed to 
impede the enemy’s withdrawal and hold his troops to 
their front. This attack made natural progress toward 
Douai, and yielded the attackers several of the inter- 
vening villages. 

On the front north of the Aisne Italian troops ad- 
vanced, capturing enemy positions to the east of Soupis. 


TEUTONS PURSUED IN BALKANS. 


As a result of the withdrawal of the Bulgarians from 
the war the Austrian and German units in the Balkan 
theater have been driven to a precipitous retreat and 
are hotly pursued by d’Esperey’s forces. The Austrians 
attempting a stand in the Godilice pass, barring the 
route along the Morava to Nish, were engaged by Ser- 
bians who seized the Djep Ridge and took 2,000 pris- 
oners, chiefly Germans. In Albania the Austrian with- 
drawal is under way and Italian troops have occupied 
Berat without opposition. On Oct. 7 the Italians en- 
tered Elbasan. 


ALLIES ADVANCE UNCHECKED IN SYRIA. 


Virtually unopposed, Allenby’s columns moved north- 
ward from Damascus, oceupying, on Oct. 5, Rayak, the 
junction point of the Palestine railway with the route 
northward. They had passed some thirty-five miles 
north of Damascus. Considerable ammunition and roll- 
ing stock fell into their hands. 

Beirut, the seaport of Damascus, was occupied by 
French naval and land forces, the event being more of 
an amicable than a military nature, owing to the de- 
parture of the.Turks and the long established relations 
of the French in Syria. The possession of Beirut sup- 
plies Allenby with a new and near seaport base for his 
further operations northward. 

No new events of military importance were reported 
from the Italian or the Russo-Siberian fronts.

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CHRISTMAS PACKAGE REGULATIONS. 

The War and Navy Departments issued on Oct. 4 the 
following complete and authoritative statement regard- 
ing the sending of Christmas packages to our forces 
abroad and to the sailors in home waters and abroad. 
This definite statement clears up the confusing situa- 
tion over the difference in dates created by two previ- 
ous announcements, as we noted in our issue of Oct. 5. 
The statement reads: 

Regulations governing the shipment of Christmas par- 
cels to Army men in service overseas by relatives in this 
country have just beet completed, following a series of 
conferences between officials of the War Department, the 
Post Office Department and the American Red Cross. 
Under the plan worked out every American soldier in 
foreign lands will be permitted to receive one package 


containing Christmas gifts from the United States. The 
Navy Department has a separate arrangement to enable 
men in that branch of the Service on duty abroad to ob- 
tain holiday boxes from home. 

Relatives and friends, who are planning to make 
Christmas for the soldiers in the war zones as “merry” 
as conditions will permit, should bear in mind that each 
soldier is entitled to but one of these packages. The 
War Department will not accept more than one parcel 
for each man. It is expected that approximately 2,- 
000,000 of these packages will be sent abroad — § the 
amount of shipping space proyided for their transporta- 
tion will not permit of any deviation from the “one par- 
cel a man rule.” The men themselves will decide who is 
to send these parcels. They are now receiving Christ- 
mas-parcel labels with instructions to mail these labels 
to the person in this country from whom they wish to 
receive the holiday box. To avoid any chance of dupli- 
cation, each soldier gets but one of these labels. Pack- 
ages that do not bear these labels will not be accepted. 
In.the event of this label being lost it cannot be re- 
placed. No Christmas parcels will be accepted for ship- 
ment after Nov. 20. The cardboard boxes, or cartons, 
to be provided for these parcels are three inehes by 
four inches by nine inches in size. When packed, 
wrapped and ready for mailing these boxes must not 
weigh more than three pounds. 

The American Red Cross, has agreed to provide these 
cardboard boxes and to supervise their distribution to 
relatives of the soldiers who present the proper -Christ- 
mas-parcel label credential. The distribution of the car- 
tops will be made by-Red Cross branches throughout the 
country. It will be incumbent upon the person receiv- 
ing one of these boxes to return it when filled, but un- 
wrapped, to the collection point designated by the Red 
Cross. Here it will be inspected by Red Cross inspectors 
authorized to exclude any articles barred by the postal 
authorities, after which the box will be shipped. The 
following is an outline of the procedure to be followed 
by persons planning to send one of these parcels abroad: 

On receiving one of these Christmas parcel labels it 
should be presented at the nearest chapter, branch or 
auxiliary headquarters of the Red Cross, where the 
holder will receive a carton. These labels are not ex- 
pected to reach this country before Noy. 1, but by that 


time each Red Cross branch will have its allotment of 
boxes based on the number of soldiers in service over- 
seas from that comrunity. These boxes may be 
with any combination of articles, a those on the 
list barred by the postal officials. The articles pro- 
hibited are all intoxicating liquors, all inflammable ma- 
terial, including friction matches and any composition 
likely to ignite or,explode (cigarette lighters come under 
this classification), liquids and fragile articles im- 
properly packed. Under the postal regulations no note 
or message or written matter of any kind wil) be per- 
mitted to remain in the boxes. In addition to the fore- 
going list of probibited articles, relatives and friends of 
the soldiers are urged to bear, these facts in mind when 
preparing Christmas parcels. Do not put anything in 
the package which will not keep fresh until Christmas. 
Pack dried fruits and other food products in small tin 
or wooden boxes. Give preference to hard candy over 
chocolates, unless the latter are enclosed in heavy wrap- 
pers. Soft chocolates are easily crushed and may spoil 
the other contents. Do not put articles packed in glass 
in the package. Gifts should be wrapped in aki- 
colored handkerchiefs, twenty-seven inches re. 
When the package has been packed it should be taken, 
unwrapped and unsealed, together with the label and 
sufficient stamps, to the nearest collection center desig- 
nated by the Red Cross. After the package has passed 
the inspection of the Red Cross representatives, as to 
contents and weight, and been wrapped in stout paper, 
the Christmas label bearing the address of the man for 
whom it is intended, is placed on it. The person send- 
ing the package, in the presence of the Cross worker, 
is required to affix stamps sufficient to carry it te Ho- 
boken, N.J. The postal charges are to be at the rate 
of fourth class.or parcel post zone rate. A label certi- 
fying that the inspection has been completed by the Red 
Cross, is placed on the package, which is left in the 
custody of the Red Cross, until delivered to the postal 
authorities. 


NAVY REGULATIONS. 


The Navy Department has issued the following in- 
structions regarding the shipping of Christmas pac’ 
to sailors in home waters and abroad: (a) Packages 
forwarded by parcels post for men in the Navy must 
comply with the postal regulations and should be en- 
closed in substantial boxes with hinged or screw top 
cover to facilitate opening and inspecting. (b) All boxes 
shipped by express are limited to twenty pounds in 
weight, should measure not more than two cubic feet in- 
volume, be of wood, well strapped and have a hi 
or screw top to facilitate opening and inspecting. (c) 
All mail matter should be addre as now 
by the postal regulations. -All express packages should 
be forwarded in care of Supply Officer, Fleet Supply 
Base, Twenty-ninth street and Third avenue, South 
Brooklyn, N.Y. (d) No perishable food product other 
than those enclosed in cans or glass jars should be packed 
in parcels post or express shipments. (e) All pees 
must be plainly marked with the name and address of 
the sender together with a notation indicating the nature 
of the contents, such as “Christmas box,” or “Christmas 
present.” (f) The supply officer at New York will 
cause each express package to be opened and carefully 
examined to see that nothing of an explosive or other 
dangerous character is forwarded. 

The shipment of Christmas packages for U.S. Navy 
vessels abroad should be made so as to reach New York 
as early as possible and not later than Nov. 15. 


MARINE CORPS REGULATIONS. 


Because of a difference between the Christmas parcel 
regulations announced by the War Department and the 
Navy Department, Marine Corps headquarters has re- 
ceived inquiries as to which regulations should be ob- 
served in sending Christmas yey to Marines. The 
War Department regulations for Christmas parcels for 
soldiers overseas will be observed in the case of every 
marine whose address is “American Expeditionary 
Force.” This address indicates that the marine is serv- 
ing overseas in an army capacity and temporarily de- 
tached from the Navy. For all other marines, whether 
in training or serving actively in this country, at naval 
posts and stations at home and abroad or on ship duty, 
Navy regulations will govern.

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ARMY RECLAMATION WORK. 

The report of the Conservation and Reclamation Di- 
vision of the Quartermaster Corps, U.S.A., for August 
shows that the Army waste of foodstuffs, which includes 
bread, cooked meat, grease and bones has been reduced to 
3.5 pound per man per day. This figure is much lower 
than the waste of the civilian population of any of the 
larger cities in the United States. Statistics from. thirty- 
one camps and cantonments show a total garbage col- 
lection of 592.1 pounds per 1,000 men per day. Dur- 
ing the month the division repaired in the camps and 
cantonments throughout the country a total of 1, 735 
atticles of wearing apparel. This included 989 pairs 
of shoes; 38,559 hats; 20,543 overcoats; 100, coats ; 
348,650 pairs of breeches; 81,606 flannel shirts; 129,314 
undershirts; 168,982 pairs of drawers; 10,555 ae of 
stockings; 24,709 pairs of leggins; 103,502 blankets; 
2,283 sweaters and 12,629 other articles; 61,909 cots 
and 18,158 tents and canvas were repaired. ne the 
month 6,119,611 pieces and 390,613 bundles were laun- 
dered. The revenue was % . Waste material 
eollected at camps and cantonments were: Aluminum, 
copper, lead and zinc, 147,269 pounds; 2,750,762 pounds 
of iron; 164,478 pounds of rubber; 711,315 pounds of 
cotton rags; 420,295 pounds of woolen rags; 57,879 
pounds of rope; 1,822,175 pounds of genet: 1,348,637 
pounds of bags; 192,468 pounds of. burlap; 626,860 
pounds of leather; 263,835 pounds of glass, bottles and 
jars; 107,168 pounds of barrels and boxes; 7,168 pounds 
of horse and mule hair; 289,655 pounds of waste lumber 
and 9,627 pounds of miscellaneous waste. This waste 
was either turned over to Army organizations or svld. 
The revenue totaled $102,650.19. Six hundred and 
twenty-eighty dead animals were collected, from which a 
revenue of $1,417.28 was derived; 94,726 tons of manure 
were collected and sales brought a revenue of $28,132.63 ; 
2,731 tons of condemned hay and straw brought. 
$2,018.41 and ninety-seven tons of miscellaneous ma- 
terial brought $1,192.95, and from the sale of garbage 
$51,243.57. The gardening reports show that thirteen 
camps, one proving ground and one flying field have 
camp gardens with a total acreage of 2 acres.

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BRIG. GEN. CHARLES A. DOYEN. 

Brig. Gen. Charles A. Doyen, U.S.M.C., commandant 
ef the Marine Corps Training Camp at Quantico, Va., 
and an officer of distinguished service, died there Oct. 6. 
2918, of influenza. General Doyen returned from the 
battle front in France last spring, and was in command 
of the first contingent of Marines dispatched for Euro- 
pean service. The strain of his duties brought on ill 
health and to avoid a physical breakdown he was trans- 
ferred back to the United States and made commander 
of Marine Barracks, Quantico, where his experience and 
notable ability as commanding officer and executive made 
his services particularly valuable. Major Gen. Omar 
Bundy, U.S.A., who commanded the American Division 
of which General Doyen’s Brigade formed a part, gave 
a high personal estimate of General Doyen’s character 
and ability in a report to Genéral Pershing. The latter 
also, in a personal letter to General Doyen, said that he 
had nothing but praise for his services. He was appointed 
brigadier general, U.S.M.C. in October, 1917. 

General Doyen was born in New Hampshire Sept. 3, 
1859, wis graduated from the U.S. Naval Academy at 
conelusion of the six years’ course in June, 1883, and 
was assigned as a second lieutenant to the Marine Corps. 
General Doyen’s long service included duty at the Ma- 
rine Barracks, New York, N.Y., with the Marine de- 
tachments on the Galena and Tennessee ; Marine Bar- 
racks, League Island, Pa., in 1886; on board the U.S.S. 
Adams; Marine Barracks, Mare Island. Cal., October, 
1890: commanded Marine Guard on U.S.S. St. Paul in 
the spring of 1898; commanding Marine guard on U.S.S. 
New York, May, 1900, and as fleet marine oilicer of the 
North Atlantic Fleet; participated in winter maneuvers 
in West Indian waters with a regiment of marines on 
board the Prairie in 1902; in February, 1904, detailed to 
command a regiment of marines organized for service in 
the Philippines; commanded marines stationed at Olon- 
gapo, P.I., March, 1904; in command of the Ist Brigade 
of Marines in the Philippines; at headquarters U.S. 
Marine Corps, August, 1906; promoted to colonel, Jan. 
27, 1909. In the spring of 1911 General Doyen was given 
command of the 4th Expeditionary Regiment of Marines 
on board the U.S.S. Buffalo, transferred to the Pennsyl- 
vania, from which vessel he disembarked with his regi- 
ment and encamped at Camp Thomas, North Island, San 
Diego, Cal. In Angust, 1915, he was again assigned to 
command the 1st Brigade of Marines in the Philippines; 
ordered to the United States, April, 1914, when the bri- 
gade was disbanded ; assigned to command the 5th Regi- 
ment, July, 1914, for service on board the Hancock, in 
Cuban and Santo Domingan waters. In January, 1915, 
he was placed in command of the Marine Barracks, 
Washington, D.C.. which post he commanded at the time 
of his assignment as commander of the 5th Regiment of 
Marines on duty in France. He was one of the officers 
who have had a prominent part in the organization of the 
machine gun units of the Marine Corps. The experience 
General Doyen gained in France in modern fighting on 
so vast a scale qualified him in a rare degree for com- 
mand of the training and mobilization camp at Quan- 
tico, Va. General Doyen is survived by his wife and a 
daughter, Miss Fay Doyen, who is at Quantico with her 
mother; an adopted daughter, Mrs. Jason MeV. Austin, 
of Delaware, Ohio; and his mother, Mrs. Mary EB. 
Doyen, of Concord. N.H. His widow is a daughter of 
Prof. W. Fay, of the Naval Academy, a sister of Col. 
W. Garland Fay, of the Marine Corps, and also a sister 
of Mrs. Pendleton, wife of Brig. Gen. Joseph Pendleton, 


of the Marine Corps. 





RECENT DEATHS. 


Col. Charles B. Hagadorn, acting commandant of 
Camp Grant, Hl., committed suicide in his quarters at 
the cantonment Oct. 7, 1918. His body with a pistol 
wound in the head was found in bed. Colonel Haga- 
dorn had been in command of Camp Grant for a month, 
and it was said he had been showing the strain imposed 
on him by the pneumonia epidemic, which has caused 
more than 500 deaths in camp. He had also been trou- 
bled by insomnia. Colonel Hagadorn was born in New 
York March 12, 1866, and was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A. in 1889, and was assigned to the 23¢ Infantry. He 
subsequently served in the 17th, 23d, 12th and 23d. He 
was drawing instructor at West Point for fourteen 
years, was military attaché in Petrograd and chief of 
staff in the Canal Zone. He also served in the Philip- 
pines, and was appointed a colonel last fall. He was 
unmarried. 

Commodore Charles G. Bowman, U.S.N., retired, who 
had been on active duty as an inspector of navy yards 
at Milwaukee, Wis., died in that city Oct. 5, 1918. He 
was born in Delphi, Ind., Oct. 15, 1848, and entered the 
Naval Academy as a midshipman in 1865. He was grad- 
uated four years later, and reached the rank of captain 
on Noy. 8, 1904. He was retired in 1907, at his own re- 
quest, and was edvaneed to the rank of commodore. 
When the United States entered the war last year Com- 
modore Bowman offered his service and was appointed

Major Harry A. Harvey, Field Art., U.S.A., who was 
killed in action in France in September, was @ graduate 
of the U.S. Military Academy, class of 1915. He served 
with the 1st Cavalry and the 24th Cavalry, and went 
to France in April last as a captain in the 14th Field 
Artillery. He was promoted to the rank of major July 
3. Shortly before his death he wrote to his wife, who 
is living with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. John J. Cana- 
van, 277 Macon street, Brooklyn, N.Y., that he expected 
to return to this country soon for the purpose of acting 
as instructor at a Southern training camp. 

Major Clarence Fabnestock, M.C., U.S.A., who was 
chief surgeon of the 301st Infantry of the 76th Divi- 
sion, died of pneumonia in France Oct. 5. Major 
Fahnestock was a well known physician of New York 
city. He was a son of the late Harris G. Fahnestock 
who was for many years vice president of the First Na- 
tional Bank of New York city. He was born in New 
York forty-five years ago and was a graduate of Har- 
vard University and of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, New York. He was famous as a big game 
hunter. 

Major R. Emmet Lee, U.S.A., of Danville, Va., who 
was accidentally shot by some unknown person while 
standing in front of his tent at Camp Perry, Ohio, dur- 
ing the annual tournament of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion, about the middle of September, died Oct. 8 at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, Ind. e received his promotion the 
day before he was shot. 

Major J. H. Blount, U.S.A., who was attached to the 
office of the adjutant at the Embarkation Camp, Hobo- 
ken, N.J., died in New York city Oct. 7 as the result of 


injuries received Oct. 6, when be was thrown from a 
horse in New York.. Major Blount was a son of the 
late Congressman Blount, of Georgia, who was President 
Cleveland’s Special Commissioner to Hawaii in 1893. 
He entered the Army from civil life during the Spanish- 
American war as lieutenant in the 3d U.S. Volunteers. 
He was afterwards on duty at Maauila as district judge, 
until he resigned in 1905 as a result of ill health. 

Capt. Ward Ellis, on duty with the 353d Infantry, 
89th Division, U.S.A., was killed in action on Sept. 19. 
His wife-and little son are with her father, Comdr. H. 
C. Gearing, U.S.N., in Cobourg, Ontario. 

Capt. Walter Emmett Gillam, 306th Machine Gun 
Battalion, U.S.A., was killed in action in France on 
Sept. 4. He was a graduate of the Plattsburg officers’ 
camp and his home was at 372 Broadway, Flushing, 

Capt. Harold George Ross, 309th Machine Gun Com- 
pany, U.S.A., in the 79th Division, killed in Irance 
Sept. 17, was a graduate of the officers’ school at Pilatts- 
burg, N.Y. His parents, Mr. and Mrs. George J. Ross, 
live at No. 1 Leighton avenue, Van Cortlandt terrace, 
New York city. 

Jieut. William IF. Cahill, Who died of wounds on the 
French front, was a graduate of Plattsburg, and went to 
l’rance with Company M, 307th Infantry, T7th Division. 
Ile was twenty-five vears of age, a member of the law 
firm of Byrne and McCutcheon, New York city, and a 
graduate of the Harvard Law School. 

Lieut. Charles Cusick, U.S.A., who went to France 
with the 11th Engineers in 1917, was killed in action 
in France in July, according to information received 
Oct. 8 by his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Cusick, of 
No. 250 Second street, Union Hill, N.J. He was among 
the first Americans to get into the fighting on the west- 
ern front, having been in the battle at Cambrai, in 
August, 1917. In a letter written two days before his 
death he assured his mother of being in good health. 

Lieut. John Manning Battle, 23d Inf., U.S.A., died 
of wounds received in action in France on July 18, was 
an assistant to District Attorney Swann of New York 
city, when he entered the officers’ training camp at 
Plattsburg.

Pay Stratus or Fretp CLERKS WHEN PRISONERS. 


In addition to the suggestion submitted by the Secre- 
tary of War that H.R. 12860 be amended to include 
Army field clerks, field clerks, Q.M.C., in the provision 
for granting pay and allowances during captivity such 
as are to be the privilege of the Army and Nurse Corps 
(as noted in the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL for Oct. 7) 
the Secretary of War has asked the Comptroller to re- 
consider his decision of July 16 in this matter which 
was adverse to the proposition. In replying the Comp- 
troller gives a reconsideration of his negative decision 
of July 16 and states that “for the time any field clerk, 
Q.M.C., or Army field clerk is a prisoner of war in the 
hands of the enemy, without fault on his part as to cap- 
ture, his absence from duty should be excused as un- 
avoidable and he be treated as in a full-pay status.” He 
also states that “in view of unusual conditions that have 
arisen I am of the opinion that for the time any member 
of the Army Nurse Corps is a prisoner of war held by 
the enemy, without fault on her part as to her capture, 
her absence from duty should be excused as unavoidable 
and she be treated as in a full-pay status.” He further 
states that as to field clerks and members of the Army 
Nurse Corps reported “missing” their “pay should be 
withheld until their status can be definitely ascertained. 
In case no information establishing their status can be 
obtained, individual cases must be considered on their 
merit and determined upon such evidence as may be 
obtainable.” This last decision is similar to that given 
in the cases of officers and enlisted men reported 
“missing.” 
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INCREASE OF BALLOON Corps PERSONNEL. 


Owing to the increased demand from the American 
Expeditionary Force for balloon crews, the Balloon 
Corps of the Army is to be increased 25,000 men and 
1,200 officers. It now numbers aproximately 11,000 all 
ranks. AMithority has been obtained by the Air Service 
from the General Staff to induct men of draft age and 
to transfer officers from the other branches of the Ser- 
vice. This increase will create many vacancies in the 
grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel, major, captain and 
lieutenant.

In addition to 
the important réle played by the balloon in the control 
of artillery fire, it is now being used with infantry, a 
caterpillar mount for the winch by which the balloon is 
controled having been successfully used on the front. 
This portable winch makes it possible for balloon com- 
panies to even keep up with infantry advances for ob- 
servation and direction of attack. In addition to the 
opportunities for immediate promotion, officers who join 
the balloon service will receive the benefit of flying pay 
when they actually do the work of observers and make 
flights in connection with army operations. Flying pay 
is twenty-five per cent. of the base pay of an officer. 
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New Overcoat ORDERS. 

Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, has approved a 
modified change in overcoats for officers. The new over- 
coat must be of olive drab and instead of coming from 
eight to ten inches below the knee may be from one to 
ten inches below the knee. The old trench coats may 
still be used as rain coats, but must be worn without 
insignia of any kind. The moleskin coats with sheep- 
skin lining, which so many dfficers wore last winter, 
may still be used, but only at an encampment or within 
limits prescribed by a commanding officer. 
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THE LAST SHOT AT REIMS. 

Two hundred and eighty-one years before Columbus 
discovered America there arose in the center of Reims a 
cathedral that has always been one of the architectural 
glories of the world. After more than four years of the 
European war the ruins of that edifice now stand safe 
from German shells, a pathetic monument, not ‘of art 
but of the hideous change that has come to the psychol- 
ogy of the German nation as represented by its army. 
In the Franco-Prussian War the German armies that 
invaded France had strict orders against destruction of 
civilian property, orders which were properly enforced. 
And even so late as in the beginning of the present war 
individual commanders of German troops respected 
French civilian property, as Charles Le Goffic records in 
“Les Marais de Saint Gond,” a book made up of per- 
sonal memoirs of officers who took part in the first bat- 
tle of the Marne. But, as present diplomatic signs indi- 
cate, the Germans are materially changed by defeat, as 


we know, through the tragic story of Belgium’s honorable 
and gallant resistance against invasion, a resistance that 
turned the whole course of the war and proved, so early 
as Sept. 9, 1914, that the German war machine could 
be broken. And neither devastated Belgium, the black 


submarine commanders, the be- 
srest-Litovsk treaty, 


records of Germany’s 
trayal of the Russians through the 
nor the insolence of their latest peace plea records this 
change in an army’s psychology so completely as do the 
blackened ruins of the glory that once was Reims. 

Now we know that Reims is a free French city once 
again and partly through the gallant fighting of our own 
2d Division of the 1st American Field Army, which is 
composed of the 5th and 6th Marine Corps regiments, 
the 9th and 23d Infantry, and the 15th, 16th and 19th 
Artillery regiments, the Division which won renown for 
all time in France by its work at Chateau-Thierry and 
Soissons in July. When General Foch determined the 
hour was come to drive the Germans back from their 
positions northward of Reims the commanding officer of 
the 2d Division issued a general order in which all 
Americans can read with pride these words: 

“Owing to its world-wide reputation for skill and 
valor the 2d Division has been selected by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Allies as his special reserve. The 
hour to move forward has now come. I am confident 
our division will pierce the enemy’s line and again glori- 
ously defeat the foe.” 

For two days the 2d Division fought without sleep, 
and then, when called upon for another effort, “they 
leaped forward” to the attack and to victory. True to 
the base nature defeat has bred in him, the enemy aimed 
a final shot at the Cathedral of Reims on Oct. 4, a shot 
that hit, but whose echo was drowned out by the tri- 
umphant Allied artillery. The German army has fired 
its last shot at Reims. 

It is nearly a century and a quarter since Washingtom 
said in his farewell address: ‘Tis our true policy to steer 
clear of permanent alliances with any portion of the for- 
eign world.” But times have changed and we with them, 
to our honor and glory as a nation. It is because of 
this change in our national policy that we can celebrate 
to-day the anniversary of the discovery of America with 
the pride and knowledge in our hearts that it was partly 
due to the valor and skill of General Pershing’s men 
that Reims is free once more from the menace of the 
German guns, sullen messengers of such destruction as 
only can be conceived in the German army of this war. 
Once again we lay a tribute on the altar of France for 
all we owed in the beginnings of our national existence, 
And once again we can take fresh resolution that no 
specious, crafty words of German diplomacy can turn 
us from our task of beating Germany and Austria until 
all the cities they have seized beyond their borders are, 
like Reims, free. We shall poorly compare with the 
courage of our troops in France if we hold to any other 
course. 
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AvIATION OFFICERS RESTORED’ TO Dory. 

The Chief of Staff of the U.S. Army has taken an 
active interest in the case of two aviation officers of the 
Army, who had been deprived of their commissions and 
sent back from France upon the recommendation of 
Lieut. Col. Hiram Bingham, in charge of aviation per- 
sonnel with the A.E.F. The facts are that the two offi- 
cers after graduating from their ground school were sent 
in the first group of aviators for training in the United 
State aviation fields in France some time in Novem- 
ber, 1917, as privates where they remained until they 
received their commissions as lieutenants in the spring 
of 1918. Conditions for them along with many other 
officers in the group were very disappointing, due to the 
fact that they had no flying duty, because French makers 
were unable to manufacture the airplanes which they 
had contracted te deliver, and in like manner aireraft 
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“production: in: the United States had failed to realize 
‘the promised result. 


Consequently this considerable 
body of aviators found themselves engaged in “marking 
‘time” and doing camp police duty. From November to 
June the flying time of the two lieutenants had not 
amounted to more than eighteen~ hours for either of 
them; and they then applied for transfer to other 
branches of the Service which would give them actual 
duty at the front. Instead of being transferred to an- 
other arm of the Service they received orders reciting 
that they had been honorably discharged from the Ser- 
vice, and directing them to proceed to the United States. 
Upon return to the United States on application to the 
Chief of Staff they sought a review of the proceedings in 
their case and after investigation General March has 
recommended that these officers have their commissions 
restored to them and that they be placed upon duty in 
the Air Service. 
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SHORTENING THE WEST POINT COURSE. 

he announcement made by Gen. Peyton C. March, 
Chief of Staff, on Oct. 3, as noted in our issue of Oct. 
5, that the two upper classes at the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy are to be graduated Noy. 1 and for the period of the 
war the course at West Point is to be reduced to one 
year, is the most revolutionary order ‘ever issued by the 
War Department concerning the Military Academy. In 
the Civil War classes were graduated in advance of their 
regular dates and the same thing was ordered during 
our troubles in the Philippines in 1899 and 1901. Last 
year the class of 1918 was graduated almost a year 
ahead of its appointed time, and in June of this year the 
class of 1919 was graduated. But in each of these _in- 
stances not more than a year was cut from the full 
four-year term. 

The provision made for the graduation and commis- 
sion of cadets-from the U.S. Military Academy, accord- 
ing to Sec. 1213, R.S., as amended by the Act of May 7, 
1886, is as follows: 

“That when any cadet of the U.S. Military Academy 
has gone through all its classes and received a regular 


diploma from the academic staff, he may be promoted 
and commissioned as a second lieutenant in any arm or 
corps of the Army in which there may be a vacancy and 


the duties of which he may have been judged competent 
to perform; and in case there shall not at the time be a 
vacancy in such arm or corps, he may, at the discretion 
of the President, be promoted and commissioned in it as 
an additional second lieutenant, with the usual pay and 
allowances of a second lieutenant, until a vacancy shall 
happen.” It will be noticed that this regulation does 
not specify the length of the course but only provides 
that when a cadet “has gone through all its classes and 
received a regular diploma from the academic staff, he 
may be promoted and commissioned” an officer in the 
Army. j 

The program of work for the new one-year course at 
West Point has not yet been fully planned, but a tenta- 
tive outline provides for instruction from Sept. 1 to 
May 31 every week day except Thanksgiving, Christmas, 
New Year’s Day, Washington’s Birthday and Memorial 
Day. The following groups of subjects will be included: 

Group I.—Mathematics, surveying, ordnance and gun- 
nery. 

Group II.—Infantry Drill Regulations, chemistry and 
electricity, physics, military engineering, law, hygiene. 

Group IIL—French, history, Cavalry and Artillery 
Drill Regulations and Field Service Regulations, 

It is planned to give academic instruction in the morn- 
ing only, the afternoon being spent in drills, gymnasium 
work, riding and topographical sketching in purely mili- 
tary pursuits. The greatest number of periods (170) to 
be spent on mathematics with French as second with 
114 periods. For the current academic yeer the course 
will need to be modified, for the new class of over 700 
cadets will be amalgamated with the present. Fourth 
Class, academic instruction beginning on Noy. 11, 
Owing to the sudden decision of the Acting Secretary 
of War to act on the recommendation of General 
March that the course be shortened, the academic staff 
at the Military Academy has not had time to complete 
all the details of the courses of instruction. The problem 
presented to the Superintendent of the Academy and the 
academic staff is a very difficult one, for in addition to 
the drastic cuts that must of necessity be made in the 
studies the teaching staff must also take care of a large 
imecrease in the number of cadets admitted to the Acad- 
emy. 

Brig. Gen. Peter ©. Harris, acting The Adjutant 
General, issued the following notice, subsequent to the 
first announcement of the change in-te length of the 
term made by General March: 

“The graduation of the two upper classes of the Mili- 
tary Academy will create a corresponding number of 
vacancies, and the War Department will endeavor to 
fill them by the admission on Noy. 1, 1918, of qualified 
eandidates. Appointments will be made in the usual 
way, i.e., through Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress, and the other heretofore prescribed channels. It 
is the desire of the Department that candidates to be ad- 
mitted on Noy. 1 shall be not under eighteen years of 
age on that date. Prospective nominees should corre- 
spond directly with their respective Senators and Rep- 
resentatives in Congress with a view to appointment. 
The entrance examination (mental and physical) will 
be held about Oct. 15 (exact date yet to be determined) 
at certain places yet to be designated, and it is contem- 
plated that ihe usual educational certificates will be 






mental examination. - Candi- 
dates heretofore designated for examination next Febru- 
ary and admission next June will be examined about 
Oct. 15, and admitted on “Nov. 1, if found qualified. 
Each candidate will be duly notified by The Adjutant 
General of the Army when and where to report for 
examination.” 
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ELECTRIC DRIVE A SUCCESS. 


Although not being permitted to give any details in 
the matter, the ARmy AND Navy JourNAL can state that 
the recent trial trip of the U.S.S. New Mexico has dem- 
onstrated to the complete satisfaction of the Navy De- 
partment that the electric drive system of propulsion as 
applied to a battleship of our largest class is a complete 
success. No announcement has been made.as to whether 
the new battleship realized her estimated speed on these 
trials, but it can be stated that the electric drive sys- 
tem functioned perfectly in every respect: The success 
of the New Mexico's trial trip is very gratifying to the 
officers of the Bureau of Steam Engineering who ini- 
tiated this system of propulsion and maintained that its 
success on the U.S.S. Jupiter justified them in applying 
it to capital ships. 

Thus it appears our engineering officers of the Navy 
have wou a signal triumph over the civilian critics who 
raised such a storm of objections to the electric drive 
system of propulsion in February and March of 1917 
when it became known that this system was to be in- 
stalled on the new battleships and battle cruisers included 
in the “three-year building program” that Congress au- 
thorized in 1916 and which has been held up owing to 
the necessity of the Bureau of Construction and Repair 
bending all its energies to the building of destroyers 
and smaller craft for submarine offensive work.’ Our 
readers will recall that during February and March of 
last year two civilian electrical engineers of great dis- 
tinction in their profession, S. S. Wheeler and Charles 
J. Sprague, conducted a correspondence campaign in 
the newspapers and technical journals for and against 
the electric drive system. Mr. Wheeler’s chief point 
was that the electric drive system would take up an 
immense amount of room in the ship and that much 
of the whole propulsion plant of any vessel thus equipped 
would be unprotected from torpedo attacks and from 
the shells of the “big gun” ships that she would be 
called upon to meet in battle. Mr. Sprague believed 
that the system was effective and so stcted, although 
by one of those misadventures that will happen in any 
controversy of this kind he was represented as advising 
the Navy Department to take civilian advice in the 
matter. 

Secretary Daniels made a very plain statement con- 
cerning the whole controversy in a letter he wrote to 
Senator Tillman, then chairman of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, on Feb. 9, 1917. The letter is a 
most important document since in it Mr. Daniels not 
only sketched. the history of the electric drive system, 
so far as the U.S. Navy is concerned, but also reveals 
the Secretary of the Navy as believing firmly in the en- 
gineering officers who worked out this system of pro- 
pulsion. In its essential parts, with the controversial 
matter eliminated, the letter reads: 


I wish to state to you that the Navy Department’s decisidn 
to use electrically operated machinery for the propulsion of 
these fast ships was not taken hurriedly or without the 
fullest consideration of all questions involved in the design 
of the ship as a whole, not the least of which is the para- 
mount one of protection against torpedo attack, for which 
machinery of the electric type offers superior adyantages. 
Nor was it taken without the fullest conviction that the ma- 
chinery would prove satisfactory in every respect, 

The subject of electric propulsion was brought prominently 
to the attention of the Navy Department in 1909, but it was 
not until 1911 that an opportunity offered to install it in a 
vessel other than a battleship. This was the Jupiter, which 
was to be built at the Mare Island Navy Yard, and being one 
of three large colliers of about the same size, the installation 
in her afforded an unusual opportunity for instituting a com- 
parison between the efficiency of the electric-driven machinery, 
the ordinary reciprocating engine, and mechanical-reduction 
gear. Shortly after her completion and trial, and upon the 
recommendation of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, I or- 
dered her to proceed to the Atlantic coast, in order that she 
might be under closer observation ‘by the technical officers of 
the Department than she would have been had she _remained 
in the Pacific, and that any problems that might arisé might 
be promptly considered and decision rendered without the 
delay that would have been unavoidable had she remained in 
the Pacific. . . . The officers of the Bureau of Steam Engi- 
neering, and naval officers generally, have been much inter- 
ested in her, and have closely investigated every phase of her 
design, installation, and operation, and, after observation 
covering more than three years of continuous service of a 
kind calculated to bring out weak points, have failed to find 
any defect or cause for dissatisfaction with her electric’ equip- 
ment. It is a significant fact that, so far as her electrical 
equipment is concerned, she has always been ready for every 
call that has been made upon her; she has proved more 
economical in operation than the sister ships with which she 
was compared, and also possesses better speed. 

The experience that has been gained with her is of such 
satisfactory and valuable character as to fully justify us in 
the step we have taken in applying it to the capital ships. 
The argument that we should not proceed further in this 
direction, because foreign governments are not using it, makes 
no impression on me, and I hope the day will never come 
when our engineers will be so wanting in initiative and self- 
reliance as to fear to take advantage of such valuable experi- 
ence as has been gained in this pioneer installation in the 
Jupiter. It is @ great satisfaction to the Navy Department 
to know that ‘n this particular matter we are the pioneers 
and not the imitators, and there is every reason to believe 
that we shall reap the reward of our progressive spirit, and 
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that when completed the ships of the present program will be 
far superior to the similar ships of any othes power. = 

During my term of office I have ‘continually had impressed 
upon me by commanding officers of ships and eommanders-in- 
chief of the fleet the great importance: of superior maneuver- 
ing power and their dissatisfaction with the limited backing 
Power provided in the usual turbine-driven ship. This ob- 
jection is entirely removed with the adoption ‘of electric drive, - 
where full power is unavailable for backing*as well as for 
going ahead, and thus one of the great objections to turbines 
from a military point of view is overconie. 

One feature of the whole controversy that had a sin- 
ister tinge was a statement made by Rear Admiral R. 
S. Griffin, Engineer-in-Chief, U.S. Navy, in a letter 
written te the editor of the Scientific American and pub- 
lished in that journal in its issue of Feb. 17, 1917. Ad- 
miral Griffin said: “As to stealing a march on foreign 
navies, we have long since been forced to the conclusion 
that it is practically impossible to keep secret any of 
our undertakings, and experience with the design of the 
battle cruisers has shown conclusively that some of the 
American engineers and shipbuilders to whom the plans 
were sent in confidence are unworthy Of the trust re- 
posed ia them, and that, despite their protestations of 
patriotism, they may be depended upon to keep foreign 
governments fully informed regarding our designs.”

The assignments to duty of these 
officers will not be given out until the Senate has con- 
firmed their appointment and the assignments have been 
approved by the Clfief of Staff. Colonel Allin, who was 
on duty in the office of Major Gen. William J. Snow, 
Chief of Vield Artillery, has been detailed to command 
an Artillery regiment in the 12th Artillery Brigade at 
Camp McClellan, Anniston, Ala. and it is reported 
that upon his confirmation he will be detailed to com- 
mand the brigade. 
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Sotprers May Now WRITE For PUBLICATION. 
Rescinding that portion of General Orders No. 1, 
War Department, dated Jan. 2, 1918, forbidding per- 
sons in the military service of the Government to 
contribute to publications or to accept pay for their 
writings, the War Department has issued an order 
dated Sept. 28 revising the first order, saying that rep- 
resentations have been made to the General Staff that 
since the universal service idea gathered into the Army 
“all the literary ability in the country below the age 
of forty-five,” this ability should be as free 2 ‘ 





as ~ 
any other special technical equipment, Since soldiers 
have periods of leisure there is no legitimate objection 
to their employing their spare time in writing, and any 
moneys they may thus secure they will be permitted to 
accept, particularly in view of the return to the Goy- 
ernment in the form of Liberty Bonds and War Saving 
Stamps. Soldiers, however, are still forbidden to enter 
into competition with regularly aceredited news cor- 
respondents. ‘The privilege of writing criticisms of con+ 
ditions and activities they may encounter, cannot, of 
course, be granted soldiers under discipline. The writ- 
ing of fiction is permitted by the special ruling. Under 
the classification “fiction” is included the drama, mo- 
tion picture scenarios and other forms of imaginative 
expression. _ Soldiers may write letters for publication 
and receive money for them. Literary work of all sorts 
is permissible, ‘where it does not interfere with the 
proper performance of duty and the full observance of 
discipline. Such matter as relates to the military pro- 
fession, the war or to current events must first be sub- 
mitted to and approved by the Chief Military censor, 
who is also the Director of Military Intelligence at

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Ovr Breer AND BREAD ARMY. 

That the U.S. Army is still a “beef and bread” army 
is shown by figures published on Oct. 5 concerning the 
quantities of food purchased during the week ending 
Sept. 28. Fresh beef led the items with a money value 
of $3,255,758, hard bread coming next with a value of 
$1,169,375. Other items included evaporated milk, 
$328,400 ; salmon, $269,274; flour, $701,069; sugar, $84,- 
186; lard substitutes, $28,079; jam, $41,702; pork, 
$176,147; syrup, $25,500; rice, $22,144; dehydrated 
vegetables, $15,750; coffee, $115,199; candy, $19,250;

PIECE MEADOWS RIFLE RANGE OPENED. 

An extremely valuable element in the prosecution of 
the war against Germany and Austria was the opening 
of the new rifle range on the Great Piece Meadows, five 
mites northwest of Caldwell, N.J., on the afternoon of 
Oct. 5. On this splendid rifle range all able-bodied male 
citizens capable of bearing arms, and especially those 
about to be drafted, can practice free of charge and, as 
Captain Nichols, president of the National Defense 
League of New Jersey, said in his speech on the open- 
ing day, “learn to hit a Hun before they are called to 
camp.” In addition to affording opportunity to citizens 
for rifle practice, the range can also be used by men 
of the Army and Navy of the United States for prac- 
tice. The range has great possibilities and when better 
transportation facilities are provided to the_place it 
should be the mecca of thousands of citizens. The trans- 
portation facilities at present are poor, but this condi- 
tion we believe is to be remedied at as early a date as 
possible. 

Governor Edge was represented by his chief of staff, 
Col. M. W. Robinson, who spoke for him, and told of 
the great interest Governor Edge took in the enterprise. 
Mr. James C. Boyd, president of the American Rifle. 
men’s Association of New York and New Jersey, was 
in charge of the ceremonies and introduced the different 
speakers, who included Captain Nichols, of New Jersey 
Militia; Col. De Witt C. Falls, 7th Infantry, N.Y. 
Guard; Senator Chamberlain, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, and “enator [reling- 
huysen, of New Jersey. All the speakers emphasized the 
value of the new rifle range. Senator Frelinghuysen, 
who introduced a bill in Congress for the acquirement 
of the range, stated the bill was still sleeping in Con- 
gress, but that the Navy Department, which was wide 
awake to the value of the ground, showed its enterprise 
by securing the land itself and building the range with- 
out waiting for Congress. 

The Sth Battalion, New Jersey Militia, under Major 
Phillips, escorted the special guests on the range. 
After the speech-making the Navy bluejackets gave an 
exhibition of individual firing, starting from 500 yards, 
and advancing down the range to 200 yards, with a 
Lev;is machine gun on each flank. They fired, lying, 
sitting, kneeling and standing. An exhibition of collect- 
ive firing was also given. 

The Navy has very generously opened the range to all 
men of the Services and able-bodied citizens. It is in 
charge of Lieut. A. H. Jenkins, U.S.N., who is assisted 
by Ensigns J L. Walton, E. J. Lioyd and P. D. Gibson, 
U.S.N. Several hundred men of the Navy are on duty at 
the range. They have cleared the ground of trees and 
bushes, built roads, put up buildings and barracks and 
have done all the cement work. All buildings have 
cement foundations. The Navy handy men have laid 
out the ra excavated the target pits, erected the 
targets, and in fact have done all the work on the range, 
thus saving many thousands of dollars and doing the 
job quickly. There are now 100 targets available for 
practice, from the -500-yard range down. Plans pro-

But the work has grown 
to such proportions and the manifold duties of the Dis- 
trict Commander in outfitting regiment after regiment 
for overseas duty has become so enormous that Colonel 
Skerrett could no longer oversee the work. 
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U.S. COAST ARTILLERY IN THE WAR. 

The Coast Artillery Corps of the United States Army 
has been called upon for an enormous expansion in ofder 
to meet the great demands of our forces in France, and 
those among the laymen who imagined that service in 
the Coast Artillery meant no opportunity for foreign 
service were utterly mistaken in their ideas. In fact, 
this never has been true, and at the present time the 
opportunities offered by the Coast Artillery are cer- 


tainly the equal of those of any other branch of the 
Army. Col. R. W. Welshimer, Coast Art., U.S.A., com- 
mandant of the Coast Artillery School at Fort Monroe, 
Va., has made public some interesting data -concerning 
the rdle of coast artillery in the present war, which is 
of value to all who desire to serve with that branch of 
the Service and strive for a commission. 

The Heavy (Coast) Artillery is furnishing and will 
continue to furnish regiments to man guns of six-inch 
caliber and above, and all the large howitzers. To fur- 
nish the requisite number of officers for these organiza- 
tions a three months’ training course has been estab- 
lished at Fort Monroe. Each Saturday 200 men are 
taken into the school, and upon successful completion of 
the work the group is commissioned. While waiting 
turn to enter the school men are put in a “reservoir” 
company and given military training and some instruc- 
tion in elementary mathematics, to include the solution 
of plane triangles (trigonometry) and the handling of 
logarithms. It is expected that eech candidate will be 
in the “reservoir” company only about ten days, and he 
need not expect to get more than a very hasty review of 
the_above mathematical subjects during that time. 

It is essential that a candidate have a thorough work- 
ing knowledge and not merely a smattering in trigo- 
nometry and logarithms. The course in matériel extends 
throughout the school, and includes work on all of the 
different guns and howitzers, including drill of the piece 
in each case, Contemporaneously courses in orienta- 
tion, gunnery, gas defense and administration are carried 
on. _Each day there is a period of infantry drill and 
calisthenics. 

The course does not necessitate an engineering educa- 
tion or any particular technical training, although an 
enginecring or other technical education is a help in 
the school and an asset to an officer in the Service. Some 
of the best records have been made by lawyers and busi- 
ness men without previous experience. The idea of those 
in command is twofold—first, to have officers with the 
ability to command troops; second, to have those offi- 
cers able to make hits with their batteries. 

The Heavy (Coast) Artillery has the equipment and 
the personnel to handle this school. Those in charge 
have been on the western front and know what should 
be taught. The school has been in operation continuously 
since May, 1917. Each month instructors are sent back 
from the American Expeditionary Force to keep the 
work up to the standard denianded by General Pershing. 
The land target range, under the supervision of the 
commanding general of the Coast Artillery training cen- 
ter, is located at Camp Bustis, on the James River, 
near at hand, so that each graduating group can receive 
practical instruction in firing before going to their or- 
ganizations. 

In order to better make known the work of the Coast 
Artillery it has been decided to issue a weekly paper at 
the Coast Artillery School, the name of which has not 
yet been determined. The Chief of Coast Artillery, rep- 
resented by Col. C. B. Blethen in person, is responsible 
for the advent of the paper. The first number is dated 
Oct. 4, and from it we learn that Col. D. S. Lenzner 
wants men for the electrical course. The truck school 
in command of Lieut. “ol. M. B. Willett, is prepared 
for expansion. The present capacity of the truck school 
is 600 per month and is to be increased to 1,400. A 
grammar school education or its equivalent is necessary 
to succesfully pursue the course. Each Heavy Artil- 
lery regiment requires 550 chauffeurs and assistant 
chauffeurs, and at present this is far in excess of the 
available supply. 

The material department of the school is prepared:to 
handle 1,300 candidates daily. Instruction is given in 
seacoast guns, fire-control equipment, 8-inch howitzers, 
6-inch guns on wheeled mounts, ammunition and rail- 
way gun mounts. The gunnery department, under the 
direction of Captain Hardy, had fifty-one officers as 
assistant instructors. Instruction in gunnery began on 
Oct. 10 to continue until Nov. 21. The practice in gua- 
nery includes the firing of three, ten and twelve-inch 
seacoast guns, twelve-inch mortars, mountain guns and 
six-inch tractor guns. In the administration course of 
the officers’ department of the school, Major H. F. 
Loomis is the senior instructor. The Coast Artillery 
School printing department has a plant estimated to be 
worth about $20,000 with ali the latest improved ma- 
ehinery. The output is about 10,000 pamphlets per 
week. 

The Coast Artillery School is prepared to consider ap- 
plications from any citizen of the United States who is 
registered for military service. For information write to 
“The Commandant, Coast Artillery School, Fort Mon- 
roe, Va. Attention of communication officer.”

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


The fact that an officer temporarily sublets the place 
ef abode he maintains for his dependents and rents a 
eottage in a summer resort for the same period does 
not change in any way his right to commutation of quar- 
fers, heat and light for the time his dependents occu- 
pied the summer cottage if the officer was on “duty in 


the field.” 

A steerage steward in the Navy enlisted at Cavite, 
P.I., and was honorably discharged from the Service at 
a British naval base where his ship was stationed. The 
pay officer of the vessel to which the man was attached 
made an inquiry of the Comptroller if the discharged 
man could be paid travel allowance back to Cavite by 
way of the United States (New York to San Francisco). 
im making this inquiry the pay officer pointed out that 
ewing to the submarine menace the usual shortest route 
frem England to the Philippines, via the Mediterranean 
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and the Suez Canal, has been closed to passenger steam- 
ers and such ships are now routed by way of the Cape 
of: Good. Hope; and that in view of this fact it ap- 
peared to him the “shortest usually traveled route”’— 
prescribed by travel regulations—would be to New York 
and San Francisco where the enlisted man could take a 
steamer directly to the Philippines. -In reply to this 
request the Comptroller states that travel within the 
continental limits of the United States is unnecessary 
for this enlisted man since, in addition to the Cape of 
Good Hope route, “it appears that a regular line of 
steamers carrying passengers sail from ports within the 
British Isles to Manila, P.1., via the Panama Canal.”

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INFLUENZA AND PNEUMONIA IN THE ARMY. 


A certain decrease in the number of cases of influ- 
enza at Army camps was noted up to Oct. 8. There 
were only a few cases at Camp Dix reported for the 
twenty-four-hour period ending that night. ‘The deaths 
from pneumonia were twenty-four. At Camp Upton, 
N.Y., only 127 new eases of influenza were report ~ and 
forty-four of pneumonia. The epidemic was said to be 
well under control there. Only seventeen’ deaths were 
reported at Camp Zachary Taylor, Ky., as compared 
with twenty-five during the preceding twenty-four hours, 
There were 552 new cases there. At Camp Custer, 
Mich., 1,004 men were discharged from the base hos- 
pital, having recovered from attacks of influenza and 
pneumonia and 605 new cases of influenza and twenty- 
six deaths from pneumonia reported. Few new cases 
were réported at Camp Sherman, Ohio, and ninety- 
three deaths during the period between three p.m. -of 
the previous day and eleyen o’clock of Oct. 8. One 
midshipman and a private of marines died at the naval 
base hospital at Annapolis. For the forty-eight-hour 
period ending at noon Oct. 7 there were 23,796 new 
cases of influenza reported, according to a statement 
issued by the Office of the Surgeon General of the Army 
Oct. 7, together with 4,532 new cases of pneumonia. 
The deaths reported for the twenty-four-hour period 
ending at noon of Oct. 7 were 839. A decrease in the 
severity of cases of influenza and pneumonia at Camp 
Devens, Mass.; Camp Lee, Va.; Camp Humphreys, 
Va.; Camp Eustis (Fort Monroe), Va., and Camp Jack- 
son, Ga., was noted. 

New cases of influenza reported as of Oct. 9 at Army 
camps totaled 13,605. There was an increase in pneu- 
monia cases, with 2,842 reported. The 820 deaths made 
a total of 6,543 in the camps since the epidemic started 
last month. Camp Funston, Kas., reported 1,430 new 
influenza cases while Camp Custer, Mich., reported 
1,000, and Camp Taylor, Ky., 607. The highest number 
of pneumonia cases, 370, was reported at Camp Meade, 
Md., while Camp Custer had 275 new casés and Camp 
Grant, Ill, 201. After a conference in Boston Oct. 9 
between Dr. Eugene R. Kelley, State Commissioner of 
Health, and Major Gen. William Crozier, U.S.A., com- 
mandant of the Northeastern Department, it was 
decided to recommend to Provost Marshal General 
Crowder that none of the troops in cantonments in that 
section be transferred to Sther sections of the country 
until the epidemic has abated. 
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SECOND SESSION. 

More Money for Heavy Guns. 


The War Department having decided to provide more 
guns of heavy caliber for each of the eighty divisions 
that America expects to have in France next year, the 
Ordnance Department on Oct. 8 asked the House Ap- 
propriations Committee to add $1,100,000,000 to its 
estimates of $2,667,000, to carry out its part of the 
enlarged Army program. With the- estimate of Oct. 8 
the Army has asked for more than’ $8,000,000,000, the 
amount to be raised by the new War Revenue bill, for 
placing the Army on a basis of 5,000,000 men. This 
sum is in addition to $12,000,000,000 already provided 
in the regular Army Appropriation Act and to $5,000,- 
000,000 in the Fortifications Act. 











ADDITIONAL BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

S. 4965, Mr. King.—Granting pensions to certain soldiers 
and widows of deceased soldiers of the Utah Territorial 
Militia who served in the Indian wars in Utah Territory, and 
to amend the Act approved March 4, 1917, as follows: That 
the word ‘‘campaign,’’ as prescribed in the Act of March 4, 
1917, shall be considered to include all expeditions in con- 
nection with the said Black Hawk Indian War without re- 
spect to the number of days’ duration of such expeditions, 
and that the pension’claims allowed under said Act of March 
4, 1917, entitled ‘‘An Act to pension the survivors of certain 
Indian wars from Jan. 1, 1859, to January, 1891, inclusive, 
and for other purposes,’’ as amended by this Act, shall be 
paid from March 4, 1917. 

§. 4970, Mr. Chamberlain—To amend the first paragraph of 
Sec. 302. of the act to extend protection to the civil rights of 
members of the Military and Naval Establishments of the United 
States -engaged:in the present war. ‘“‘That the provisions of 
this section shall apply only to obligations of a person in the 
military service, originating, as to those who were in the mili- 
tary service on March 8, 1918, prior to said date, and, as to 
those entering military service subsequent to said date, prior 
to date ef entry into the military service, and secured by 
mortgage, trust, deed, or other security in the nature of a mort- 
gage, upon real or personal property owned by such person at 
commencement of the period of the military service and still 
owned by him.” 

§S. 4972, Mr. Ashurst.—To regulate the collection and ex- 
penditure of money, other than by the Government of the United 
States or by its authority, for the use and benefit of the armed 
forces of the United Stetes and of its allies, and especially of 
France, Great Britain, Italy, Belgium, Serbia, Greece and 
Montenegro, or for any auxiliary organizations of said Govern- 
ments maintained and operated for the use and benefit of such 
armed forces. 





HJ. Res. 335, Mr. Smith, of Idaho.—That there be re- 
created in the Army of the United States the rank of ensign, 
which rank shall be conferred by the Secretary of War by a 
warrant commission on corporals and sergeants of the U.S.

power to mitigate or remit the whole or any part of the 
sentence. = 

‘“‘Any unexecuted portion of a sentence adjudged by a 
court-martial may be mitigated or remitted by the military 
authority competent to appoint, for the command, exclusive 
of penitentiaries and the U.S. Disciplinary Barracks, in which 
the person under sentence is held, a court of the kind that 
imposed the sentence, and the same power may be exercised 
by superior military authority; but no sentence approved or 
confirmed by the President shall be remitted or mitigated 
any other,authority, and no approved sentence of loss of 
files by an officer shall be remitted or mitigated by any au- 
thority inferior to the President, except as provided-in the 
52d Article. 

‘*‘When empowered by the President so to do, the com- 
manding general of the Army in the field or the comma ¢ 
general of the territorial department or division may mitigate 
or remit, and order executed as mitigated or remitted, any 
sentence which under these articles requires the confirmation 
of the President before~the same may be executed. 

“The power of remission and mitigation shall extend to all 
uncollected forfeitures adjudged by sentence of a court- 
martial.’’

Vegetables for the Army. 

Two thousand car loads of potatoes and onions, with 
a value in excess of $1,000,000, have been purchased for 
the consumption of the Army in the United States for 
the month of October by the Subsistence Division of 
the Quartermaster Corps’ ‘This purchase represents 
over 36,000,000 pounds of potatoes and nearly 3,000,000 
pounds of onions, which quantity will supply 119 camps, 
training stations and posts throughout the United States. 
Competition for these supplies was very spirited and 
there were sent to the Office of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral nearly 1,000 bids for delivery of these vegetables 
to the camps throughout the country. The saving 
through the Central Purchasing System over the prices 
offered the quartermaster depots was $94,000, or nearly 
ten per cent. of the total purchase price. 


Prisoners of War. 

The Office of The Adjutant General of the Army made 
the announcement Oct. 7 that on Oct. 5 soldiers of the 
American Expeditionary Foree who have been identi- 
fied as prisoners of war in Germany number only 1,480. 
In addition to these 220 civilians interned in Germany 
have been identified as well as sixty-one United States 
officers and men of the U.S.S. Scorpion, who are held — 
in Constantinople, where the Scorpion was stationed 
April 20, 1917, when diplomatic relations between the 
United States and Turkey were severed. 


Fatalities at Flying Fields. 

Seven deaths due to aviation accidé@hts in ‘training at 
flying fields occurred in the United States in the week 
ending Sept. 28. Two occurred at Taliaferro Field and 
one each at Bolling, Barron, Ellington, Carlstrom and 
Mather fields. The seven deaths represent one fatality 
for every 2,526 hours flown, or 202,080 miles in travel.

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ORDNANCE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 


Brig. Gen. Samuel McRoberts, head of the Procure- 
m- >t Division, has returned to Washington from a 
two months’ tour of inspection in England and France. 
Declaring that the Browning gun is now being delivered 
in quantity to the American forces-in France, General 
McRoberts said that the gun has thus far so success- 
fully met the various tests imposed upon it over there , 
that the British and French governments have asked 
that any surplus number produced be made available for 
use by the British and French armies. Regarding the 
U.S. Model 1917 rifle, being made for the American 
soldiers, General McRoberts said: “This rifle has won 
the hearty indorsement of our soldiers who have tried it 
out in battle. - It is proving to be an all-round practical 
weapon for actual fighting, and the soldiers are enthusi- 
astic over its performance.” Asked concening his ob- 
servations of ordnance material captured from the Ger- 
mans in recent months, he said: “We were particularly 
interested to find out whether this captured material 
showed any improvements or change in type. As far as 
we could learn the trench mortars, machine guns and 
artillery taken from the enemy in recent operations 
show nothing in the way of new ideas or striking im- 
provements; nor any particular superiority over the 
Allies’ arms. On the other hand, it was interesting to 
note by examination of the captured pieces that the 
enemy,..wherever possible, is using substitutes for the 
metals other than steel, notably for brass and copper. 
Where it is essential to use these metals he uses them, 
but the use of the substitutes elsewhere indicates the 
necessity he is under of conserving carefully his supply 
ef copper and brass.” 

Although refraining from discussing the quantities 
er types of ordnance material which the United States 
will be called upen to produce in the future, General 
McRoberts declared that he had brought back with him 
the knowledge that the needs along this line will be tre- 
mendous. During the time he was abroad he visited the 
ordnance factories in England, and, after imspecting the 
French and American fronts in France, he went over 
the lines of communication back from the American 
front to the ports of debarkation. “The operations of 
the Service of Supply,” he said, “are ona tremendous 
scale. While the work is not as orderly as that of an 
established institution— and it should not be— it is 
effective and flexible. Although there is still a great 
deal to be done, I was gratified by what I saw.” 

Asked as to his impressions of the morale of the 
American troops, he said: ‘Nothing that thas been 
printed as to the favorable impression made by the 
American soldier in France has been exaggerated. It is 
truly remarkable. Not only has he won the admiration 
of the French people, but likewise that of the French 
and British officers and men of the British colonial 
troops. British and French officers constantly remark 
on the fact that the American soldier seems not only 
to have enthusiasm but a purposeful confidence and 
idealism that is inspiring. And his unusual ability to 
affiliate easily with the people and the Allied troops 
has won for him widespread popularity. More than 
that, he has demonstrated his capacity as a soldier. I 
crossed going over with a large ship filled to capacity 
with American soldiers. A British general on board, 
who had made many trips on transports carrying sol- 
diers to India, Africa and other British colonies, told 
me that he had never seen such discipline among troops 
confined to close quarters as that shown by these Ameri- 
can troops. The same observation is made among Allied 
officers in France. Ours is called a ‘well-behaved Army’.” 
On” his return trip from France, General McRoberts 
flew from Paris to London by airplane.

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NEW ARMY CONSTRUCTION. 


Additional construction in camps to be done under 
the supervision of the Construction Division has been 
authorized as follows. Buildings for motor school at 
Camp Taylor, the estimated cost of which is $182,233. 
The buildings will include quarters and barracks, ad- 
ministration office, class rooms and a motor school. Six 
two-story ward barrack buildings will be added to Gen- 
eral Hospital No. 14 at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. The esti- 
nated cost is $122,984. A proving ground for Clear 
Springs, Md. The-construction of buildings will cost 

30,000, and the providing of equipment will cost $15,- 
000. All the buildings will be one-story structures. 
Buildings are to be provided at -the Musketry School 
which is being located at Columbus, Ga. There will be 
temporary accommodations for about 1,200 men. The 
estimated cost is $100,000. Additions and improvements 
to existing buildings at the base hospital located at 
Camp Stuart, Va., will be provided at an estimated 
eost of $448,200. The new buildings will consist of ad- 
ditional officers’ quarters, laboratories, storehouses and 
alterations fo the administration - building, receiving 
ward, nurses’ infirmary and nurses’ quarters. 

‘wo sulphuric acid plants are to be erected in Penn- 
sylvania under the supervision of the same division. 
The estimated cost for both plants is $3,000,000. One 
plant will be located at Emporium, while the other will 
be erected at Mt. Union. The Emporium plant will 
consist of eight units on a site which has been selected 
upon Driftwood creek, close to the plants of the Altna 
Explosive Company and the Emporium Iron Company.

This 
plant is to be located on land adjacent to the nitrie acid 
plant of the Giant Powder Company, located at Giant, 
Cal. The land belongs ta the powder company ‘and is 
to be leased to the Government with option on the part 
of the Government to renew in yearly periods. The 
Government is to remove the plant whenever it feels 
that the plant’s further maintenance is unnecessary. 
The contractor will be Grant Smith & Co., of Seattle, 
Wash. The construction work is to be under the super- 
vision of the Construction Division of the Army. ° The 
finished plant will be operated by the Giant Powder 
Company. 

Plants for the manufacturing of shells are being 
erected in connection with the Laclede Gas Light Plants 
in St. Louis, Mo. 
months. The estimated cost for the two is $3,830,300 
The contract has been awarded to the Austin Company, 
Cleveland, Ohio.

FROM THE 27TH DIVISION, U.S.A. 


A member of the 27th Division, U.S.A. (N.Y.N.G.), 
serving in France in a letter to a friend dated Sept. 14, 
says: “You have heard very little about the 102d Field 
Signal Battalion of the 27th Division, U.S.A., which 
has been serving with the British army on the Flanders 
front for some months. Our organization in the old 
National Guard of New York, as you know, was the 
ist Battalion, Signal Corps, with ‘headquarters in dear 
old New York city, under Major W.-L. Callahan. 

“Our organization, I can assure you, has been kept 
on the jump all the time, as in fact have all the or- 
ganizations of the 27th Division, and we have had very 
little time for letter writing. We have been under fire 
a number of times in our long period of training with 
the British army, and have suffered some casualties, 
By the time you get this you will probably have read 
of our taking part in the big Hun drive. We are held 
down so by the military rules that it is impossible to 
tell you very much. I can say that the 102d Field Sig- 
nal Battalion, however, has fully met every call for its 
various field work, and has won deserved praise for its 
efficiency and has established a fine reputation. 

“Our training with the British army has been up to 
the minute, and I can assure you that the entire 27th 
Division have the utmost admiration for their British 
comrades, and the latter certainly hold us in the high- 
est esteem. Before we were brigaded with the British 
there was a kind of propaganda started about, probably 
by some few Germans who love the Fatherland better 
than Uncle Sam, that-the British were slow, and that 
they did not know the game of war. Nothing could be 
more absurd than these unjust and malicious slurs on 
an army that has been so renowned in history long be- 
fore this war, and has remained the equal of any in 
bravery and resourcefulness in the present war. 

“Let me tell you that the British surely do know how 
to fight, and keep fighting, even when things are not so 
bright. We are with them on what is considered the 
worst front in the war, and they have had a tough job 
to get the better of the Kaiser’s best Huns. What we 
have seen them accomplish we consider a little less than 
marvelous, and our boys have certainly lucky in 
having such an object lesson. We surely have the game 
down now with the best. bravery of the English 
officers is certainly magnificent ; do not know what 
fear is, and no danger is too great for them. They and 
their men have inspired us to the utmost, and I can say

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that the 27th New York Division is making battle his- 
tory with our British comrades that will never be for- 
gotten. We have accomplished some great work al- 
ready, and I was surprised to learn that no news of 
our bit had been sent to the States. 

“You couldn’t imagine the maze of things going on 
here. When there is an advance after the Huns have 
been driven back the trains and transport, guns, etc. 
moving forward with the British and Americans would 
make Broadway and Fifth avenue seem like little side 
shows at their busiest times. I could not describe it—it’s 
simply amazing. But it’s hard work, work sometimes 
till you fall asleep in your tracks. I have been around 
pretty much everywhere, right up to the back yard of 
wily old Fritz. It may be bad on foot with the shells 
dropping all about you, but it’s worse in an automobile 
or truck with the shell coming hot. In an auto you 
can’t drop down on the ground, although you instinct- 
ively duck your head, but it is nerve-racking experience. 
I have had many narrow escapes, and while numbers 
have been killed, I have escaped thus far without a 
scratch. However, I may get mine any moment; you 
never can tell. ° 

“We are all confident that we surely. have the Huns 
beaten, but they will die hard, and there-is plenty of 
fight in them yet. Some of the prisoners are glad to 
surrender, and tell all kinds of tales. You cannot al- 
ways believe them, however, and some of them tell lies, 
hoping to get favored more by so‘doing. ‘The prisoners 
as a whole are miserable specimens of human beings, 
with meanness stamped indelibly on al! their faces. I 
have seen thousands of them, and have yet to see one 
open, manly face.” 
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GERMANY’S LATEST PEACE PLEA. 

; Following his appointment as German chancellor on 
Oct. 3, Prinee Maximilian of Baden sent the following 
peace plea to the President of the United States on 
Oct. 6 through the agency of Frederick Oederlin, the 
chargé d’affaires of the Swiss Legation in Washington, 
who delivered the message personally to President Wil- 
son on Oct. 7. The unofficial text of the message reads: 

“The German government requests the President of 
the United States to take in hand the restoration of 
peace, acquaint all the belligerent states of this request, 
and invite them to send plenipotentiaries for the pur- 


pose of opening negotiations. 

“It accepts the program set forth by the President of 
the United States in his message to Congress on Jan. 8, 
and in his later pronouncements, especially his speech 
of Sept. 27, as a basis for peace negotiations. 

“With a view to avoiding further bloodshed, the Ger- 
man government requests the immediate conclusion of 
an armistice on land and water and in the air.” 

On the same day Minister Ekengren of Sweden pre- 
sented to Secretary of State Lansing a peace note from 
Baron Burian, the Austro-Hungarian foreign minister, 
which had been made public in despatches on Oct. 6, 
and in which Baron Burian proposed to “President Wil- 
son and his allies” to conelude “a general armistice on 
land, sea and in the air, and start without delay nego- 
tiations for peace.” It was stated that no reply would 
be made to this note until an answer had been made to 
Germany. , 

On Oct. 8 Seeretary Lansing sent to the Swiss repre- 
sentative of German interests in the United States the 
following reply to the ‘communication from the German 
government : / 

“Before making reply to the request of the Imperial 
German Government, and in order that that reply shall 
‘be as candid and straightforward as the momentous in- 
terests involved require, the President of the United 
States deems it necessary to assure himself of the exact 
meaning of the note of the Imperial Chancellor. Does 
the Imperial Chancellor mean that the Imperial German 
Government accepts the terms laid down by the Presi- 
dent in his address to the Congress of the United States 
on the Sth of January last and in subsequent addresses, 
and that its object in ehtering into discussions would be 
only to agree upon the practical details of their applica- 
tion? The President feels bound to say with regard to 
the suggestion of an armistice that he would not feel at 
liberty to propose a cessation of arms to the Govern- 
ments-with which the Government of the United States 
is associated against the Central Powers so long as the 
armies of those Powers are upon their soil. The good 
faith of any discussion, would manifestly depend upon 
the consent of the Central Powers immediately to with- 
draw their forces everywhere from invaded territory. 
The President also feels that he is justified in asking 
whether the Imperial Chancellor is speaking merely for 
the constituted authorities of the Empire who have so 
far conducted the war. He deems the answer to these 
questions vital from every point of view.” 

The terms laid down by the President on Jan. 8, 
printed in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, page 738, issue 
of Jan. 12, contained fourteen points. These included 
open covenants of peace and diplomacy in the open; ab- 
solute freedom of navigation upon the seas, “except as 
the seas may be closed in whole or in part by interna- 
tional action for the enforcement of international cove- 
nants”; the removal, so far as possible, of all economic 
barriers; adequate guarantees given and taken that na- 
tional armaments will. be reduced to the lowest point

SECRETARY DANIELS AT GREAT LAKES. 

Se¢retary of the Navy Daniels, accompanied by Mrs. 
Daniels, made an official visit to the United States Naval 
Training Station at Great Lakes, Ill., Oct. 4. A re- 
view was given in his honor. After the review the men 
were marched in close formation to the reviewing stand, 
where the Secretary spoke to them. He said, in part: 
“I understand that some of my friends at Great Lakes 
were a little disappointed in me recently. They heard 
that I said at Philadelphia that I hoped before many 
days, to enter Berlin behind the marine band, and -they 
thought I ought to have said behind the Great Lakes 
band. I wish you to understand that I was reserving 
the men of the Great Lakes Training Station for some- 
thing even more important than that, because I cherish 
the hope that the American Navy, which is now com- 
posed of 130,000 men from Great Lakes, will go 
into—what’s the name of the place—Helgoland, and 
that I will have the pleasure of being with you boys 
there when you smash the German navy. I heard a 
story the other day that some of the brave men in Per- 
shing’s Army had captured some German prisoners. 
They are capturing so many these days we can hardly 
count them, and we have just begun to fight, and after 
capturing these prisoners some of the American soldiers 
and British and French were talking to them, and a 
young German officer asked them all about the crosses 
they wore. He showed them his own iron cross, and 
afterwards he said: ‘I can understand all about the 
fact that the British wear the Victorian Cross and the 
French wear the Cross of the Legion of Honor, but pray 
tell me how did the Americans get across?’ Nearly 
2,000,000 Americans got across because the Navy was 
on the job.” Continuirg, he said: “The time was when 
the Navy was small enough for me to speak to it all at 
one time. It has gotten so big now that it would take 
me a whole month in installments and it is getting bigger 
all the time. Why, we have more men on our ships in 
European waters than we had in the whole Navy when 
the war began, and we are sending more every day. 
One of the troubles I have is that the boys of sixteen 
years old are afraid the war will be over before they 
ean get in.” 
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AMERICAN NAVAL Crarr IN ATTACK ON DURAZZO. 

A daylight raid was made by American, British and 
Italian warships on the important Austrian naval base 
at Durazzo, Albania, on Oct. 2, and achieved a complete 
success. Premier Orlando, of Italy, officially announced 
on Oct. 4 that the naval base and a number of war- 
ships in the harbor had been destroyed on the date men- 
tioned. Twelve American submarine chasers took part 
in the operation. Italian and British cruisers protected 
by Italian and other Allied torpedoboats and subma- 
rines, together with the chasers succeeded in making 
their way through mine fields and, avoiding attacks by 
submarines, got into Durazzo harbor. An intense bom- 
bardment followed, until the base and the Austrian ships 
anchored there were completely destroyed. Italian sailors, 
in the face of a hot enemy fire, torpedoed an Austrian 
destroyer and a steamship. British and Italian air- 
planes co-operated in the work. Other Italian and Allied 
warships were outside the harbor waiting for any enemy 
warships that might come to the assistance of the port. 
No loss or damage was suffered by the Allied Squad- 
ron, except a slight injury to a British cruiser by a 

do from an enemy submarine. Vice Admiral Sims, 
U.S.N., in a cablegram to the Navy Department, Oct. 6, 
transmits a dispatch he had received from the com- 
mander of British naval forces in the Adriatic, express- 
ing his appreciation of the valuable services rendered 
by American submarine chasers in the operation against 
Durazzo. ‘The report states that the chasers, which 
were under command of Capt. Charles P. Nelson, U.S. 
N., and Lieut. Comdr. Paul H. Bastedo, U.S.N., sank 
one enemy submarine, which had torpedoed and damaged 
a British vessel, and damaged and, it is believed, de- 
stroyed another Austrian U-boat. During the bombard- 
ment under enemy fire the American vessels also screened 
larger ships, and on the return voyage aided in screen- 
ing the damaged British vessel and -escorting an enemy 
hospital ship which was taken in for examination. The 
conduct of the Americans throughout was worthy of the 
highest praise, the [Dritish commander states. All re- 
turned safely without casualties.

Navy Liberty Loan Subscriptions. 





The Navy Liberty Loan drive under the direction of 
Rear Admiral T. J. Cowie has the entire department 
worked up and the rivalry between the various bureaus, 
yards, ships and divisions is so great that it is predicted 
all récords will be surpassed. The latest available figures 
show that the Portsmouth yard has subscribed for $354,- 
100 worth of bonds; Boston, $467,900; New York, $924,- 
100; Philadelphia, $825,000; Norfolk, $202,000; Wash- 
ington, $842.000; New Orleans, $124,000; Mare Island, 
$1,250,500 ; Puget Sound, $217,000, and Charleston, $700. 
The fifteen naval districts have subscribed for $3,768,- 
100 worth of bonds. The grand naval total up to date 
is $11,206,300. The Coast Guard is also making a 
great showing. It already has contributed $182,850 to 
the loan and this sum will be materially increased be- 
fore the close of the drive. 

Increased Allowances for U.S.C.G. 

Since the pay and allowances of officers of the U.S. 
Coast Guard are on the same basis with the pay and al- 
lowances of officers of the Army and Navy, Coast Guard 
officers hereafter will receive an increase for heat and 
light of about seventy per cent. A general order on this 
subject will issue within a few days from Coast Guard 
headquarters. 


Forty Feet Channel at Charleston. 


Congress having made an appropriation some time ago, 
the plan to give Charleston, 8.C., a channel with a low 
water depth of forty feet from the navy yard to the 
sea is to be-carried out by the War Department. The 
channel is to be 1,000 feet in width. As the tidal range 
at Charleston is five feet there will be not less than 
forty-five feet of water at that port at high water. The 
harbor will then be able to accommodate the deepest 
vessel afloat or building. The cost of deepening the chan- 
nel will be $5,000,000. 

Loss of Patrol Boat No. 397 

The loss of the U.S. Scout Patrol Boat 397 in Long 
Island Sound. by an internal explosion was announced 
by the Navy Department on Oct. 5. The complement 
of fifty-five officers and men were all rescued by small 
craft. The boat went down head first a few moments 
after the explosion. There was some conflict in the re- 
ports regarding the cause of the explosion, a late bulle- 
tin stating the patrol was in collision with another naval 
vessel. The 397 formerly was the steam yacht Mary 
Alice and was of 180 gross tons. 


Sertanis Wanted. 


The Navy is in urgent need of sextants, either new 
or used, and any person having one or more of these in- 
struments is requested to bring them to the Branch 
Hydrographic Office, 78 Broad street, New York city, 
where they will be inspected as to their fitness for use 
and an appraised value placed on them. Sextants with 
ivory scales or those needing more than minor repairs 
or adjustments, are not desirable for Navy use. The 
Branch Hydrographic Office announces that payment 
will be made to the owners of rhe instruments accepted. 

New Naval Hospital. 

Work is being pushed on the construction of the new 
naval hospital and home for nurses which is being 
erected in Flushing avenue, near Emerson street, Brook- 
yn, N.Y. The building is to be four stories, with a 
floor area of 280 by 200 feet. It will have six wings, is 
to cost $950,000 and is to be completed in 126 ‘calen- 
dar days. 

Acquitted of Charges. 

Lieut. Hamilton V. Bryan, U.S.N., who was tried by 
a G.C.M., July 29 last on charges of involuntary man- 
slaughter and culpable negligence and inefficiency in the 
performance of duty, was acquitted of both charges. 
The acquittal was approved by the Naty Department 
in C.M.O. 108. Aug. 26, 1918. 

Commended for Bravery. 

Secretary Daniels has commended Claude Wilde, ma- 
chinist’s mate, second class, U.S.N.R.F., for the courage 
displayed and the heroic work done by him when U.S. 
Submarine Chaser No. 209 was mistaken for an enemy 
submarine and fired upon by the steamship Felix Taus- 
sig at 3 a:m., Aug. 27. The armed guard of the steamer 
opened fire before the 209 was able to turn on any 
lights or send recognition signals. The submarine chaser 
burst into flames and sank imside of three minutes, As 
the vessel was sinking Wilde, who was slightly wounded, 
found the life preserver lockers had been shot away. He 
went down into the forecastle, got two Kapok transom 
cushions and brought them on deck. He carried two 
seriously wounded survivors to the deck and placed 
them on these cushions. By his bravery and coolness. 
though injured himself, he saved the lives of these two 
wounded shipmates and provided the only life preservers 
that could be obtained for the other survivors. 

Secretary Daniels #@is commended Seaman William 
Oliva, U.S.N.R.F., for his strict attention to duty and 
romptness while lookout on a leading ship of a convoy 
in reporting the presence of a convoy they met head- 
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end on. The weather was thick, dark and rainy and 
his promptness in reporting the p 

ps ship possibly averted a serious collision with loss ~ 
of life. ; 

Frank M. Finnen, fireman, first class, U.S.N.; Peter 
J. Cogan, machinist’s mate, first class, USN. and 
Florian C. Tessier, machinist’s mate, second ciass, U.S. 
N.R.F., have been commended for heroism in saving 
life. Finnen, on the night of Sept. 2, 1918, jumped over- 
board ~while a strong tide was running and went to the 
aid of a drowning comrade whom he kept afloat until 
they. were rescued. Cogan and Tessier rescued a com- 
rade from the engine room of their vessel during a severe 
fire, both -being badly burned. After the rescued man 
was brought on deck he jumped overboard and Tessier _ 
dived after him, although painfully injured, and kept 
him afloat until assistance reached them. 

Secretary Daniels has commended John. H. Johnston, 
yeoman, third class, U.S.N.R.F., for heroism shown in 
rescuing from drowning an eleven-year-old boy at Roche- 
fort, France, Aug. 24, 1918.

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WORK OF INACTIVE SUPPLIES SERVICE. 

Most satisfactory results have followed the creation by 
the General Staff of the Army of the Surplus Inactive 
Supplies Service, which provides a system whereby large 
quantities of important supplies for the Army, which 
were “inactive” beeause of the fact that their existence 
and location, in the hurry of obtaining supplies in the 
earlier stages of the war, had been later overlooked, are 
now located and utilized by various branches of the 
Service. - 

For instance, since Aug. 6 the Division of Military 
Aeronautics has found stored in one place or another 
surplus of supplies valued at $10,000,000, and the ex- 
aminers have not yet completed their work. The sup- 
plies so far listed include typrewriters, motor cars, mo- 


tor trucks, oil, lumber, wood, iron and steel working 
machines, motorcycles, building material, airplanes, and 
about everything in the necessary line from screw eyes 
to stove bolts. 

The official name of this system which has begun to 
conserve supplies is the Surplus Inactive Supplies Ser- 





vice, Purchase and Storage Branch, Purchase, Storage - 


and Traflic Division of the General Staff. It has branches 
in most of the bureaus of the War Department, the ob- 
ject being to utilize duplicate supplies purchased through 
the unavoidable lack of organization in the emergency 
and rush at the beginning of the war. These surplus 
supplies, as fast as they are found, are listed, and 
through a system of trade, transfer and sale either put 
to use in the Department or sold in the public market. 

Within its own division, since Aug. 15, Military 
Aeronautics has sent out lists of 1,200 different surplus 
items, including more than 50,000 separate units, 
amounting in value to over* $3,000, Each of the 
seventy-five branches in this division was asked what 
articles, if any, it wanted, and so far 532 orders for 
over 30,000 separate units, of the value of $750,000, have 
been returned, calling for some of this surplus material. 
The werk of transferring this material from those sub- 
divisions that do not want it to those that do is now 
under way, and this readjustment will continue until the 
total supply of all branches is reduced to stock on hand 
sufficient for three months in advance. Already the 
Division of Military Aeronautics has turned over to the 
Surplus Inactive Supplies Service of the Generdl Staff 
property amounting in value to $2,087,341.35 which 
none of its own branches could use. Some of the larger 
items on this list were 150,000 gallons of oil worth 
$75,000 ; 417 typewriters valued at $25; and 200 tons of 
hay valued at $3,000. 

Another and a different class of surplus supplies now 
being inventoried for turning over to the Surplus Inac 
tive Supplies Service of the General Staff includes 
parts for 3,500 French Gnome airplane motors, listed at 
the time they were ordered in this country by the French 
High Commission at a value of $10,500,000, but which 
now must be sold as junk for from $25 to $120 a ton. 
There are 2,000 tons of these motor parts. This motor 
was at one time one of the most popular in France, but 
now, owing to the rapid advance in design and con- 
struction, the type is becoming obsolete. Very few of 
these motor parts are finished. Some are yet in steel 
billets; some are finished as high as ninety per cent.; 
some as low as five per cent., while some have been 
boxed and sent across seas. All will now have to be 
scrapped. Eventually they will be paid for by the 
French government, the money to buy them having been 
advanced by the United States. With these Gnome mo- 
tors will go 300 Penguin training planes worth $750,000, 
a tape that is now obsolete, and 128 L.W.F. airplanes, 
worth approximately $1,427,000. In this collection will 
also appear 1 J.N.-1 airplanes, valued at $9,000,000, 
but now obsolete, and 500 additional motors valued at 
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$750,000. It is hoped, however, to utilize these 2, 
motors as engines in submarine chasers and coast patrol 
boats: The 1,500 planes may also be utilized if a suit- 
able engine is ever developed for them. 

Among other surplus material found by the Division 
of Military Aeronautics and immediately put to use was 
4,500,000 feet of three-eighths inch rope. The present 
demand for rope is exceedingly great, and specifications 
were changed in order to take advantage of this “find.” 
Three-eighths inch rope was substituted for one-half 
inch rope required, and the 4,500,000 feet put into 
equipment for squadrons overseas, effecting a saving in 
this instance alone of $75,000. Another consignment of 
goods located and immediately put to use was 500 pairs 
of field glasses, worth $37,500. This was found in a 
supply depot at Omaha. Other emergency supplies to 
the value of $75,000 were discovered in this same station, 
and immediately shipped overseas. 

At the Middletown, Pa., depot, 9,000 gallons of ‘‘dope,’® 
a preparation for wing fabric in airplane construction, 
and worth $47,500, was found and immediately put into 
use. Other surplus supplies located included seven car- 
loads of iron, steel and wood-working machinery, found 
in a supply depot at Hampton, Va. In one of these 
cars was a wire-testing machine badly needed in France. 
Incidentally, 5,000 steel drums wanted for oil containers 
were discovered in private storage. While they were 
not the property of the Government, nevertheless they 
were put into immediate use and the owner paid for 
them afterwards. Another saving made by the conserva- 
tion officers was due to the fact that electric batteries 
deteriorate rapidly when packed in bulk, becoming prac- 
tically worthless for issue after two months’ storage. 
In the past it has apparently been the custom to pur- 
chase these batteries in great quantities. The price paid 
was forty cents each. Conservation officers on Aug. 27 
found at the New York Supply Depot 150,000 of these 
batteries, and it was estimated 75,000 of them, costing 
about $30,000, would be practically worthless when the 
time came to issue them. Manufacturers have now been 
instructed to ship these batteries in bulk directly over- 
seas only upon emergency order, which will insure quick 
transportation and quick use, and will, it is believed, 
eliminate about ninety per cent. of battery losses and 
trouble. 
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HANDLING CONSUIENTIOUS OBBJECTORS. 

The War Department’s policy regarding conscientiou3 
objectors has from the beginning been based on the prex 
visions of the Federal Draft Law and subsequent ery 
ecutive orders, says a statement authorized by the Thiré 
Assistant Secretary of War. It continues: “It hag 
been the liberal American policy of according a mes® 
ure of self-determinatioa to the few who in all sincerisy 
have not been able to adjust their minds to the needs 
of the present sudden and desperate emergency; te 
whom direct participation in the war would violate re 
ligious convictions, as well as a sense of self-respect 
and integrity of character. 

“In dealing with objectors the difficulties. have not been 
primarily those of policy, but of practical procedure. 
First of all, the insincere have had to be differentiated 
from the sincere, and forced into full service or sub- 
jected to fitting penalties. The second difficulty has 
concerned the disposition ef sincere objectors in ways 
that would conserve the man-power of the nation. This 
has been complicated by misunderstandings and by pe- 
culiar local situations; but with growing experience 
many cemplications have been eliminated as requisite 
governmental machinery to this end has been perfected. 
The usual procedure as thus far developed is as follows: 

“A draftee is certified as a conscientious objector by 
his local board on proper presentation of facts. On 
call he goes to a cantonment as does any other drafted 
man. He there has a hearing before a Board of In- 
quiry on Conscientious Objectors, made up ef Major 
Walter G. Kellogg, Judge Julian Mack and Dean Har- 
lan F. Stone of the Columbia Law School. Pending a 
hearing, objectors are segregated in camp as a special 
detachment, under control of a military officer, and live 
under the same conditions as apply to soldiers in train- 
ing, except that no military duties are exacted. Labor 
is usually required, and in notable instances this has had 
considerable monetary value. At Camp Sherman, for 
instance, the C.O. detachment has hauled manure and 
fed hogs on a large adjoining farm, the owners of which 
have a contract for disposing of the garbage of the 
camp. There has been regular compensation for these 
services and resulting proceeds are on deposit in a Chil- 
licothe bank subject to transfer to the treasury of the 
Red Cross. 

“The Board of Inquiry passes on the sincerity of ob- 
jectors. ‘Those adjudged insincere are required to per- 
form regular military service, in default of which they 
are subjected to court-martial and remanded to the dis- 
ciplinary barracks at Fort Leavenworth. ‘Those ad- 
judged sincere are encouraged to enter non-combatant 
military service; and many have done so. But those 
whose convictions prevent this are furloughed to various 
forms of service under the jurisdiction of a civilian 
commissioner of the Department who has supervisory and 
recommendatory powers. The vast majority of objectors 
have been life-long members of religious sects the tenets 
of which forbid participation in war. Most prominent 
among these are the Society of Friends, the Mennonites, 
the Dunkards, the Christadelphians and various minor 
sects as True Lights, Holy Jumpers and others little 
known outside of restricted and isolated areas. large 
proportion of the Friends have been furloughed by the 
board to the Friends’ Reconstruction Unit, an organi- 
zation operating under the American Red Cross in the 
work of rebuilding devastated areas in France. Others 
are furloughed mainly into agricultural service. In in- 
stances one of more objectors have been placed out on 
small farms on the recommendation of county agricul- 
tural agents, who know local conditions and maintain 
general oversight of furloughed men. ‘These are paid 
the prevailing local wage rate for men of their degree of 
skill; but they are allowed to retain only a private’s 
pay, any surplus above that amount being paid to the 
Red Cross. 

“In the future detachments of conscientious objectors 
will in all likelihood be sent to France to render forins 
of service. agricultural or otherwise, not directly con- 
nected wiih the prosecution of military activities. In 
short, every cffort is being made to respect the sincere 
scruples of a small minority of our people, at the same 
time that their power to contribute to the nation’s efli- 
ciency is turned to good account. There is unquestion- 
ably strong sentiment in many quarters against the 
granting of immunity from military service to any group 
in our population, however small. But many objectors 
are not without the courage of their convictions. They 
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would resist compulsion to the end. We might im- 
prison or shoot them. But. Prussian practices such as 
these would hardly appeal in a democracy. On the 
other hand, a method which conserves the man-power 
of the nation and accords to furloughed objectors a lot 
that is endurable and serviceable, but in no sense pam- 
pered, will, it is believed, commend itself to. the com- 
mon sense and practicability of the American people.”

His many friends are greatly concerned about the critical 
iliness of Joseph Daniels, jr., son of Comdr. Joseph F. Daniels, 
aid to Secretary of the Navy Daniels. Young Daniels, who 
recently enlisted in the Navy with the expectation of being 
designated to take the examination for the Naval Academy 
next year, is extremely ill with double pneumonia, following 
the influenza. 

Mrs. Rachel French Reeves, wife of Lieut. A. G. Reeves, 
U.S.N., and daughter of Mr. and Mrs. William N. French, of 
this city, died on Tuesday in Norfolk, Va., of pneumonia, Mrs. 
Reeves was twenty-six years old. The funeral services of 
Charles L. Du Rocher, pharmacist, U.S: Navy, who died here 
last Saturday, were held on Oct. 8 at St, Mary’s Church, Rev. 
Father Donohue conducting them. 

The deaths of four midshipmen at the Academy as a result 
of pneumonia are noted on page 206 of this issue. During 
the last twenty-four hours death has taken its most serious 
toll from the members of the local naval establishment since the 
inception of the Spanish influenza, with its serious after effects. 
Two midshipmen died within that period, and two members of 
the enlisted personnel. There are strong hopes that the worst 
has passed, however, and that there will not be the necessity 
of reporting further deaths. At present no case can be termed 
critical. 

The midshipmen who died yesterday afternoon were George 
E. Gustuson, of the First Class, whose home was Chicago, and 
Malcolm 8S. Dunniway, of Portland, Ore.. a member of the 
class which has just entered. This brings the total of fatalities 
among the midshipmen to six. Both of the enlisted men died 
during the night. y are Coxswain Charles E, Johnson, 
who is from Jeffersonville, Ind. and Samuel E. Heineman, 
second-class seaman, whose parents live at Galt, Ontario, 

The funerals of the two midshipmen will take place together 
this afternoon from the Naval Academy Chapel, the services 
being conducted by Chaplain Sydney K. Evans, The interment 
will be in the Naval Cemetery here. 

Mr. F. S. Bullard, head of one of the mechanical depart- 
ments’of the Naval Academy Station, died here yesterday. 
The men at the station when they heard of his death wept, 
threw down their tools, and said they could not work.

Interchange of Supplies. 

V.—During the present emergency, the director of purchase, 
storage and traffic is authorized to transfer supplies from one 
bureau or staff corps of the Army to another, or to another de- 
partment of the Government, and, except in case of subsistence 
stores, to fix price or prices at which transfer shali be made. 
The director of purchase, storage and traflic is also authorized 
to prescribe a method of settlement to be made in cases-of such 
transfer to another department of the Government.

Tactical Inspections. 

ViI.—tTactical inspections shall be madz by members of the 
Training: and Enstruction Branch of the General Staff at such 
times as the Chief of Staff shall direct. These inspections are 
made with the view of securing uniformity in instruction, ad- 
herence to proper training methods, and to assure progress in 
the training of divisions.

phreys, Va. In addition, the Surgeon General shall maintain 
at the school of training for psychological personnel, Fort Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga., a reserve, traimed and in training, composed of 
officers and enlisted men. Smeh reserve will be called upon to 
furnish, under direction from the Chief of Staff, psychological 
personnel, either permanently or temporarily, for such other 
points and at such times as necessity for the same may arise. 

Chiefs of staff corps, department commanders, and command- 
ing officers of posts or stations may make official request for 
permanent or temporary psychological personuiel for detail at 
schools, camps or stations as necessity arises. 

Psychological examinations line officers will be made only 
on the recommendations of commanding officers and of officers of 
staff corps upon request of the respective chiefs of staff corps. 

Psychological examinations for all candidates for officers’ 
training camps will be held wheré cufficient psychological per- 
sonnel is present and where time may permit the results of such

manders before final recommendations on candidates are made. 
These results will be used only as assisting guides in making 
selections. No particular psychological rating shall be declared 
as the minimum/to be a ed by wy ty candidates. Direc- 
tors of training camps may request t psychological examina- 
tions of students be held where ratings may be deemed.of value. 

Such recruits arriving: at depot brigades or other points 
where the Psychological Division is established, as may, in the 
opinion of the commanding officer, require such examination, 
will be examined popenalegioniiy and during their two weeks 
period of quarantine only. Subsequent to that period such 
examination will be held for groups when necessary, and indi- 
vidually by direction of commanding officers as they shall nomi- 
nate. Organization commanders and camp or post surgeons 
where psychological examiners may be present will recommend, 
when necessary, that special examinations or particular cases 
be held. 

Under direction of cantonment commanders, any special branch 
or office of the cantonment organization may request the assist- 
ance of a psychological examiner where it is deemed his services 
would be of value. Commanding officers of development bat- 
talions will requisition for these examiners whenever necessary. 

Commanding officers other than cantonment commanders may 
make requisition for psychological examiners from time to time 
as necessity arises. 2 

{The order enjoins both care and promptness in the making 
of tests and reports, and offers suggestions as to expediting 
proceedings by a judicious grouping of men to be examined.] In 
special cases, where time does not permit that complete indi- 
vidual examinations be made, psychological examiners will make 
for the information of the surgeon and personnel adjutant some 
such provisional qualification card report as “‘illiterate,” or 
otherwise, as the case may be. Under direction of commanding 
Officers, the psychological personnel will be supplemented when 
necessary by enlisted members of the Medical or Sanitary Corps, 
who shall remain on psychological duty only in the rush of ex- 
amination of large groups and while making up rush reports on 
the same. Commanding officers shall provide quarters for the 
psychological division while bearing in mind that their principal 
need is for one or two large rooms to hold groups of approxi- 
mately 100 men during examinations. If need the com- 
manding officer of base or other- hospitals will be called upon 
for temporary space, or directors of the Y.M.C.A.’s temporarily, 
where no other space is available. Centralization of the psy-

G.O, 81, AUG. 28,-1918, WAR DEPT. 
Functions of Assistant Secretaries.of War. 

I,—Prescribes the functions of Assistant Secretaries of War 
Benedict Crowell, John D. Ryar-and Frederick G. Keppel under 
the general direction of the Secretary of War. 

Private Mounts of Officers. 

II.—Par. 8, Sec. VIII, G.O. No, 36, W.D., 1918, is amended 
to read as follows: 

8. Private_mounts of officers overseas, or officers stationed at 
places within the United States, where it is not deemed for the 
best interests of the Government to have their mounts shipped, 
will be foraged at Government expense at remount depots or at 
posts where such horses may be kept. Shipment of private 
mounts of officers to these points or to such point as the officers 
may desire will be made at public expense. Such mounts must 
be up to the standard prescribed in Par. 223, 1916 Supplement 
to the Compilation of Orders. : 

Expenses of Officers and Men: 

IlI.—See. IV, G.O, No. 27, W.D., 1918, is amended to read 
as follows: 

Actual and necessary expenses of officers, enlisted men, and 
civilian employees of the Army, and authorized agents sent by 
the Secretary of War on special duty at home and abroad, for 
aviation purposes, or a per diem of $4 in lieu thereof when 
impracticable to submit expense accounts, may be paid from the 
Signal Corps appropriation of July 24, 1917, or from the Air 
Service appropriation of July 9, 1918. 

Filling Vacancies among Officers. 

IV.—In case of officers of the United States Army that are 
determined from authentic sources to be prisoners of war, the 
vacancies created by the absence of such officers shall be filled 
for the period of the existing emergency by appointments or 
promotions in accordance with existing orders; and for this pur- 
pose the arm, corps or department to which such officers belong 
is authorized an automatic imerease for each officer whose place 
is so filled, 

Pay of Army Prisoners of War. 

V.—tThe following terms of the agreement between the Gov- 
ernment of the United States and the Imperial Government of 
Germany releting to the rates of pay of army prisoners of war 
are published to the Army for the information and guidance of 
all concerned: 

1. For purpose of pay, officers are divided into classes: 
a. At the rate of 350 marks, or $83.35 per month: German 
army—First lieutenants, lieutenants, feldwebelleutnants. United 
States Army—First lieutenants, second lieutenants. 

b. At the rate of 400 marks, or $95.25 per month: German 
army—Captains, rittmeister, and higher grades of officers. 
United States Army—Captains and officers of higher grades. 

ec. Until further decision is rendered grades not included in 
a and b will be allowed two-thirds of that allowed for classes 
in a. 

This provision does .not authorize payments to persons other 
than commissioned officers of the Army, 

2. The rates of pay agreed upon, Par. 1, shall apply without 
regard to whether officers are active officers, officers of the re- 
serve grade, officers of disposition or retired, or whether they 
are retired officers of disposition. The rates apply also to the 
same class of officers who are interned as civilian prisoners and 
whose rank is certified by the Government of the United States 
or the Imperial Government of Germany. 

3. Payment shall be made at the rate prescribed in Par. 1 for 
the full time an officer has been in imprisonment. In making 
payment there shall be deducted from the officer’s pay any amount 
which has already been paid to him in excess of the amount 
which would have accrued at the rate now prescribed.

Economizing in Purchase of Steel. 

II.—Owing to the present acute shortage of steel, all bu- 
reaus, corps, and departments of the War Department will at 
once take steps to economize in the purchase and use of steel. 
The purchase of, or contracting for, steel furniture, beds, 
tables, chairs, containers, filing cabinets, and safes is for- 
bidden unless it can be clearly shown that it is necessary 
that these articles be steel and that no other material or 
article will answer the purpose. 

General Staf Duties, 

III.—13. In order to carry out the provisions of subpara- 
graph b, Par. 5, G.O. 80, War D., 1918, relating to General 
Staff duties, which assigns to the Operations Division, General 
Staff, ‘‘the appointment, promotion, transfer, and assignment 
of the commissioned personnel of all branches of the Army,’’ 
there is established the Commissioned Personnel Branch, 
Operations Division, General Staff, which will be formed by 
consolidation of (a) the Commissioned Personnel Section, 
General Staff, and (b) the Committee on Classification of 
Personnel of The Adjutant General’s Office, together with such 
additional officers of the General Staff Corps and clerical 
force as may be assigned to it from time to time. 

2, The Commissioned Personnel Branch, Operations Division, 
General Staff, will be unGer the control of a General Staff 
officer, to be known as Ohief of the Personnel Branch. 

8. All staff corps and departments will hereafter submit 
requisitions to the Operations Division, General Staff, for the 
number and kind of officers needed for any particular organi- 
zation or duty. These requisitions will be filled in the same 
manner as now followed in assigning enlisted specialists. 
Recommendations for promotion will likewise be submitted to 
the Operations Division.

IV.—1. Pursuant to the request of the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy, the National Research Council 
has formed a Committee on Explosives Investigations, —_ 
posed of Lieut. Col. W. C. Spruance, jr., Ordnance, U.S 
Lieut. Comdr. T. 8S. Wilkinson, U.S.N.; Mr. L. L. Summers, va 
the War Industries Board; and Dr. Charles E. Monroe, of the 
National Research Council, as chairman. 

The functions and activities of this committee in relation 
to ‘the War Department will! be as follows, and co-operation of 
the staff corps and departments and other officers of the War 
Department is directed.

Transportation Allowances at Camps, Ete. 


V.—1. Announces the allowance of transportation for all 
camps, fields, and ports where organizations outlined in a 
table given are stationed. 

In addition to the transportation allowances given in the 
table a seven-passenger car will be assigned to each major 
general. 

2. At replacement camps, the following is allowed in lieu of 
that prescribed for the division in Par. 1, above: Eight touring 
five-passenger cars, 6 roadsters, 55 motorcycles with side 
ears, 3 light trucks, 4 wagons for each battalion. 

3. The transportation allowance given will be permanently 
assigned to the camp and will not be removed therefrom. It 
will be borne on the papers of the camp utilities officer and 
will be subject to such assignment and use as may be pre- 
scribed by the camp commander for the best interests of the 
Service. Attention is directed to the small use heretofore 
made of horses. Officers and orderlies should use horses 
wherever practicable. Motor transportation should only be 
used when distance or time available prohibits the use of 
horses. Camp commanders will take the necessary steps to 
see that this is enforced. 

4. The following allowance is prescribed for the subdepot 
quartermaster at a camp, it will be borne on his papers and 
is not subject to other assignment by the camp commander: 
Six touring five-passenger cars, 4 roadsters, 8 motorcycles with 
side cars, 2 truck companies, complete, 12 light trucks, 12 
wagons.

Lieut. Arthur A. Brown, 365th Inf., was convicted before a 
G.C.M. held at Camp Grant, Ill., April 19, 1918, of disobeying 
orders of a superior officer. When told to act as officer of 
the guard, to return to his quarters and to halt, he refused to 
do so. He was sentenced to be dismissed the Army. The 
President confirmed the sentence. (@.C.M.O. No, 148—1918.) 

Pvt. Herman Ladenson, 23d Co., 154th Depot Brigade, was 
convicted of desertion by a G.C.M. at Camp Meade, Md., July 
11, 1918, and sentenced to be shot to death. The President 
commuted the sentence to dishonorable discharge, forfeiture of 
all pay and allowances, and imprisonment at hard labor for 
fifteen years. (G.C.M.O. No. 177, 1918 

Pvt. George Barnes, Co. D, 122d Inf., was brought before a 
G.C.M, at Camp Wheeler, Ga., June 21, 1918, charged with de- 
sertion while his regiment was under orders overseas. He was 
found guilty and sentenced to be shot to death. The sentence 
was confirmed by the President but commuted to dishonorable 
discharge from the Service, forfeiture of all pay and allowances, 
and confinement at hard labor for thirty years. 

ric Ostrom, a recruit in the 163d Depot Brigade, was con- 
victed before a G.C.M. sitting at Camp Dodge, lowa, May 27, 
of disobeying orders of a mustering officer and also of refusing 
to draw military clothing when ordered to do so by another 
officer. He was sentenced to be shot to death. Brig. Gen. W. 
D. Beach, the commanding officer, approved the findings but 
President Wilson commuted the sentence to dishonorable dis- 
charge, forfeiture of all pay, and confinement at hard labor for 
fifteen years. (G.C.M.O. No. 158, 1918.)

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THE SERVICE MAGAZINES. 

The Military Surgeon for September contains an 
article on “The Communicable Diseases in the National 
Guard and National Army of the United States During 
the Six Months from Sept. 29, 1917, to March 29, 1918,” 
by Col. V. C. Vaughan, M.C., U.S.A., and Capt. G. C. 
Palmer, 8.C., U.S.A., especially timely, in view of the 
number of deaths that are taking place in the Army in 
this country as a result of pneumonia. In writing of 
the causes of death in the Army the authors say, “The 
diseases which have been responsible for the greatest 
number of deaths in the Army during the period covered 
by this report are the acute respiratory. These may 
be named in the order in which they have proved fatal, 
as follows: Pneumonia, meningitis, measles, scarlet 
fever and diphtheria. With the addition of tubercu- 
losis these have caused seventy-four per cent. of all 
deaths. Of causes of death pneumonia was rated 61.5 
per cent., and this, of course, was many months ago, 
before the death rate was so alarmingly increased by the 
present epidemic due to Spanish influenza. During the 
six months of last winter the number of cases of pneu- 
monia in the Army was twelve times greater than among 
civilians.” The present method of mobilization, the au- 
thors assert, is conducive to the spread of acute respira- 
tory diseases. In an editorial, protest is made against 
the misuse of the word “sacrifice” in many newspapers 
and by individuals in reference to the military service. 
The time for the use of the word has passed, it is de- 


clared. Too many persons were inclined to hang back 
and count the cost of entering the Service, and have 
talked about “sacrifice” when their only thought should 
have been of the privilege of serving their country. The 
familiar question of the politician, “What is there in it 
for me?” has too often been on the lips of many Ameri- 
eans. But that time has passed, the editor observes, 
and the expansion of the Medical Corps since last sum- 
mer to over three times its number is the best answer 
to the reproach that it would be necessary to conscript 
doctors as well as laymen. Another editorial urges 
members of the Medical Corps to give all possible care 
and attention to the enlisted man, and this is especially 
enjoined on the younger members of the corps. 


An article which appears in the U.S. Naval Institute 
Proceedings for September caused considerable excite- 
ment in the daily press as it was taken as authoritative 
confirmation of a report that a trans-Atlantic flight had 
been made by an airplane in July. The Baltimore cor- 
respondent of the New York World solemnly tele- 
graphed to that paper that the Institute’s publication of 
the article “brings a new assertion that a cross-Atlantic 
flight has been made,” and quoted the “salient features 
of the voyage as given in the Annapolis publication.” 
The correspondent failed to note that the Naval Insti- 
tute Proceedings merely reproduced entire an article 
which appeared in the August issue of “Flying,” with due 
credit to that publication. A dispatch from Washington 
added by the World let the cat out of the bag when it 
stated that “officials at the Navy Department stated they 
knew nothing of an airflight from Newfoundland to 
Din,le Bay, Ireland. They doubted the story.” The 
article when it appeared in “Flying” created no partic- 


ular excitement, but its reappearance in the Naval In- 
stitute Proceedings apparently was taken as an indica- 
tion that it was authoritative. It purports to describe 
a flight across the Atlantic made July 28 and 29, to 
celebrate the birthday of the president of the Aero Club 
of America, and is by Alfred E. Poor. It describes with 
all the particularity and solemnity used by Edgar Allan 
Poe in his celebrated “Moon Hoax” a flight from this 
country to Ireland, giving even the navigator’s log of 
the flight, a map showing the line of flight and a better 
line that should have been followed, and a picture of a 
destroyer which “wirelessed congratulations to us and 
asked if we needed any aid.” Among other articles in 
the Naval Institute Proceedings for September Capt. 
Roy C. Smith, U.S.N., Governor of Guam, describes 
universal training in those far-away possessions of the 
United States; “Letters on Naval Strategy, Based on 
the Naval Campaign of 1805,” is by Lieut. Holloway 
H. Frost, U.S.N., and the concluding chapter on “The 
Navy and Filibustering in the Fifties” appears. There 
are also many “Professional Notes” of much interest, 
prepared by Lieut. W. B. Jupp, U.S.N.
